Have you ever tried to evaluate 
yourself? I mean really turned you- 
self over, no holds barred, put the 
boot in, engaged in a proper bout of 
tell-it-like-it-is soul-searching? I ha- 
ven’t. it sounds much too agonizing, 
but the national self-evaluation pusn 
is reaching a most interesting stage. 

Most local authorities have in re- 
cent times become involved in dis- 
cussions about how schools can ev- 
aluate themselves, and more than 20 
have produced formal schemes, 
usually in the form of a booklet full 
of thought-provoking questions. One 
estimate is that 5,000 schools are 
now directly influenced by these de- 
velopments. Self-evaluation is an 
attractive counter to such nasty 
alternatives as regular blanket testing 
or formal inspection by outside 
groups of heavies, but hearing some 
of the latest moves at a conference 
recently, I began to wonder if all was 
well. 

The trouble is that a little self- 
delusion is an important part of 
many human endeavours. We have 
to try and persuade ourselves that 
what we are doing is worthwhile 
and, by and large, successful. 

I still remember with anguish the 
first time I watched a video of myself 
teaching a few years ago, and real- 
ized that instead of being cool, witty, 
in control but charming with it, I was 
just the same unspeakable slob as 
the rest of humanity, lolling on the 
blackboard, muttering to myself like 
a halfwit, and saying “Right then’’ at 
the beginning of every second sent- 
ence. 

Self-confrontation is necessary, but 
painful. We once interviewed heads 
asking how many parents they had 
spoken to privately during the vear. 
Most replied 70 per cent or so. Inter- 
views with parents revealed that only 
about 20 per cent claimed to have 
talked to the head, and though the 
true figure may He somewhere in the 
middle, . there is clearly going to be a 
gap between what actually happens 
.in school and what we should like (o 
believe. 

However, what stirred my unease 
at the conference was not that self- 
evaluation is spreading, which is to 
be applauded, but the form in which 
it sometimes manifests itself. 

In some areas schools are - now 
being required to send In at intervals 
a full written self-evaluation. Certain

It does not take long to put two and two 
together and recognize that the Manchester 
proposals, now awaiting a decision from the 
Secretary of State, are going to provide an 
instant test of his ideology and style. Dr 
Boyson 's preference for sixth forms in secon- 
dary schools and his distrust of tertiary or sixth 
form college solutions are well known. Sir 
Keith Joseph has yet to commit himself but it 
was for the Centre for Policy Studies, the 
radical Conservative think-tank Sir Keith 
helped to found, that Fred Naylor wrote his 
recent phi Hippie against separate sixth form 
and tertiary colleges, which pointed clearly 
towards “mushroom" arrangements as the pre- 
ferred Tory answer to the question posed by 
falling rolls. (Under mushroom schemes, most 
secondary schools only run from 11 to 16, and 
have no sixth forms, while a few run right 
through up to 18 and do have sixth forms. 
Such schools used to be called modern and 
grammar schools.)

difference to a school leaver's 
chances of employment. 

Another survey of school leavers 
was carried out this year; my first 
impressions from it are that, while 
unemployment has increased among 
all groups of school leavers, the rela- 
tive disadvantage suffered by the un- 
qualified has remained large and 
may even have got worse. 

The authors write that they “know 
of no particular evidence which sug- 
gests that young people are more 
adversely affected by psychological 
problems as a result of unemploy- 
ment". Most of the existing research 
refers to the pattern of youth unem- 
ployment that existed for much of 
the post-war period: of short but 
frequent spells between jobs. The 
research suggests that this pattern of 
unemployment was associated with 
more frequent social and psycholo- 
gical problems (but not, apparently, 
with economic or occupational suc- 
cess in the longer term) although it is 
not easy to determine cause and 
effect. 

However, this is not the pattern of 
youth unemployment of today; we 
have little evidence on the consequ- 
ences of the present-day problem of 
long-term youth unemployment 
simply because the problem, in its 
present form and on its present 
scale, has not been with us for long 
enough for its longer terms effects to 
be known. 

■ Although the priorities behind cur- 
rent provision for unemployment 
may be justified, this does not mean 
either that the scale of the govern- 
ment's response to unemployment is 
adequate, or that the response al- 
ways takes the appropriate form. 

The youth opportunities program- 
me, in particular, could be im- 
proved. The programme has un- 
doubtedly been abused by some 
sponsors, and many young people 
are becoming cynical about it as a 
fcsult of abuses, the low allowance, 
and the declining number of those 
who obtain permanent jobs after- 
wards. The quality of the work ex- 
prience and education (when pro- 
vided) varies enormously between 
schemes. . 

Moreover;: we Should not expect 
YOP to. solve the problem of youth 
unemployment, YOP has had some 
success as a palliative, as an attack 
on the consequences of youth unem- 
ployment; but it has not attacked its 
causes, Nor should, we ekpect It to. 
At. its most successful, YOP has im- 
; proved the^ skills, confidence and ex- 
perience of individual, young people. 
Yet. the current high level of youth 
unemployment is not primarily a re- 
sult of any lack of. skills of corifi- 
d^nce, or experience among young 
pfcoplej it* a result 'of the state of 
the economy as .3 whole.

“Even exceptional command of lan- 
guage", wrote George Bernard 
Shaw, “does not imply the posses- 
sion of ideas to express; Mezzofanti, 
the master of 58 languages, had less 
to say in them than Shakcspenr (rtc) 
with his little Latin and Greek." 

The fact remains that the lan- 
guages Shakespeare possessed in 
addition to his native tongue did 
matter. It would after all be impossi- 
ble to imagine Shakespeare writing 
Shakespeare without that indispens- 
able Latin and Greek, just as one 
cannot lose sight of them and still 
hope to grasp the concept of the 
Renaissance. 

But what about this rich history of 
ours? Are we still attached to it by 
links that connect? Links that are 
part of our life? As I listened in on 
the papers and the discussions they 
elicited during the conference on 
communication skills in modern lan- 
guages at - school and in higher 
education which took place in St 
Andrews from September 14 to 16 
under the auspices of the Centre for 
Information on Language Teachng 
and Research, based in London, I 
had the impression that such ques- 
tions about our ability to perceive 
the course of history and make sense 
of it was a matter that did indeed 
concern at least some of the teachers 
present.

Here one is. very crudely Ignoring 
that one need not build one’s profes- 
sional life around ' foreign languages 
just because one has learned them 
well.

Charitable status loss ‘would 
widen gap with private sector’ 


Removing charitable status from in- 
dependent schools would make them 
more, not less, divisive, Mr John 
Thorn, headmaster of Winchester 
College and chairman of the Head- 
masters Conference, told the confer- 
ence at Oxford this week. It would 
mean they would be less able to 
subsidize pupils from low-income 
families. 

Removal of charitable status, 
which gives schools tax and rate 
advantages, forms part of Labour’s 
10-year plan to phase out private 


education and may also be adopted 
by the Social Democratic Party. In a 
recent statement on education, the 
SDP said all public support to inde- 
pendent schools should be with- 
drawn. 

But Mr Thorne said the changes 
would make a great deal of differ- 
ence to schools like Winchester! 
which had large endowments. “At 
present”, he said, “just under a third 
of our boys are not paying the hill 
fee.

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Policy on corporal punishment goes to European court 

Strasbourg to decide on belt 


by Richard Garner 

The Government faces an important 
challenge lo its policy on corporal 
punishment today when two mothers 
go to the European Court of Human 
Rights in Strasbourg over the use of 
the “tawse” in Scottish schools. 

The two mothers, Mrs Grace 
Campbell, a medical secretary from 
Glasgow, and Mrs Jane Cosans, 
from Cowdenbeath, Fife, have the 
backing of the European Commis- 
sion on Human Rights for their 
claim that they should have the right 
to send their children to a school 
which did not use corporal punish- 
ment. 

The judgment on. today's case is 
expected to be announced in about 
two or three months’ time and, if the 
court backs the Commission’s find- 
ings, the government faces the pros- 
pect of reviewing its policy towards 
corporal punishment in schools 
throughout the United Kingdom. 

The case started when Mrs Camp- 
bell failed* to receive an assurance 


Lambeth-style

MP urges reselection of head

Head teachers should face resetec- 
tian in the same way as Labour MPs, 
Mi Tam Daly ell. Labour MP for 
West Lothian, told a conference on 
the problems of gifted children at the 
weekend. 

His comments immediately gained 
support from Mr Robert Rhodes 
James, the Tory MP for Cambridge, 
and Mr Peter Downes, headmaster 
of Henry Box school, Witney, Ox- 
fordshire, one of the head teachers' 
representatives at the conference. 

Mr Dalyell, addressing the confer- 
ence, said: “I don't believe you can 
tell what a man who is appointed at 
40 will be doing at 56. 1 would like 
to know what people here would 
think about rese lection of headmas- 
ters. 

“The argument is not that there 
are going to be sweeping changes. 
The overwhelming majority of 
Labour MPs will be reselected and it 
would probably be the same with 
headmasters if they were in the same 
position every five or seven years.” 

“Perhaps there should be some 
element of reselection in a society

which, rightly or wrongly, is appoint- 
ing many people to crucial positions 
at a younger age." 

Mr Rhodes James said; “In pri- 
vate, many head teachers would 
actually welcome some kind of fixed- 
term contractual system but, of 
course, they are the ones who would 


have no difficulty from their reselec- 
tion. ’’ 

Mr Downes emphasized: “It must 
be linked to a more realistic training 
and retraining programme for head- 
masters". He called for colleges 
where they could be recycled and 
retrained. ‘ 

Mr Dalyell, who told the confer- 
ence that he was the only ex-Etonian 
left in the Parliamentary Labour Par- 
ty, also spoke of a “mood of 
vengeance, not only among Tony 
Benn supporters” for cutting back 
the private system of education if 
Labour were returned to power. 

“The atmosphere is completely 
different now from two years ago, and 
there can be no doubt whatsoever 
that there is a complete change of 
attitude sparked off .by the attitude 
of some Conservative Ministers" , he 
said. He singled out the Assisted 
Places Scheme as one of the reasons 
why the Labour party was more com- 
mitted to curbing private education. 

He believed that there were a 
number of private schools who could 
not “by any stretch of the imagina- 


tion be considered satisfactory in- 
stitutions". 

“Ten years ago there would have 
been an outcry over any attempt to 
abolish private schools. However, I 
am not sure whether the response 
would be quite so strong now us 
many people think. Many, many pa- 
rents who at present send their' chil- 
dren to public schools would be in a 
state of relief that ever-increasing 
fees would not have to be met by 
them to do what they conceive to be 
for the best of their children”. 

The conference, Gifted Children 
and their Contemporaries, was held 
at Gonville and Caius College, Cam- 
bridge, last weekend, and sponsored 
by me Leonardo Trust. 

Mr Tom Marjoram, HMI, told the 
conference that studies in the past 
had shown that some bright youngs- 
ters under-achieved because their 
schoolwork was aimed at less able 
pupils. 

But he emphasized that the De- 
partment of Education had asked 
schools to ensure that lessons stretch 
individuals to their limits.

Pupil-teacher ratio worsening 


Local education authority 
estimates 1981/82 


Pupil-teacher ratios in England and 
Wales will have worsened by next 
January since councils are planning to 
cut teachers 1 jobs at a faster rate than 
the decline in pupii numbers. 

That is one conclusion to draw from 
the latest set of estimates of local 
education authority spending in 1981- 
82, published by tne Chartered Insti- 
tute of Public Finance and Accountan- 
cy this week. It is the eighth year such 
figures have been made public. 

The statistics from more than 450 
columns, show that in late spring when 
they were collected, councils were 
planning to cut 15,600 teachers’ jobs by 
January 1982. The authorities were 
expecting to employ 455,900 qualified 
teachers in January 1982, a 3. 3 percent 
drop compared with 471 ,500 employed 
in January 1981. 

The CIPFA statistics show councils 
are expecting pupil numbers to drop by 
about 260,000 or 3. J per cent, to just 
under 8 'Am. 

The biggest fail in jobs is expected in 
the primary sector - a reduction of 
9,800 or 5ber cent. Pupil numbers will 
fall by 200,000 or 4.5 per cent. 

As a result, ratios in primaries 
will deteriorate slightly from 22.3 in 
1980 and 22.4 in 1981 to 22.5 in 
1982. CIPFA points out tht the latest 
figure still represents an improve- 
ment over the ratio in 1979, which 
was 23.1. 


The difference in provision has 
closed slightly since last year when the 
range was tram 16.9 in the Inner 


London Education Authority to 25.6in 
Dudley, West Midlands. The range 
this year is between 1 7.4, at best, in the 
London borough of Brent, and 25.1 at 
worst in Dudley. 

The ILEA's primaiy ratio is now the 
second best at 17.5, followed by Wol- 
verhampton (18.1), Hftringey (18.2), 
and Gwynedd (18.4), Kent county 
council has. the second lo.west ratio 
(25), a decline in standards sitice last 
year when the ratio was 24.1 . ' * 


CIPFA points out in its commentary 
that there will be 800 fewer primary 
schools by January 1982 than in 1978. 
The size of primary schools is also 
falling from an average of 203 pupils 
four years ago to 178 in 1982. 

In the secondary sector, authorities 
are planning to employ 4,500 fewer 
teachers in 1982 than they allowed for 
in 1981, a drop of 1.8 per cent' 
compared with an expected decline of 

63.000 or 1.5 per cent in pupil num- 
bers. The national average ratio there- 
fore mil worsen slightly from 16.3 in 
1981 to 16.4 in 1982. The figure was 
16.3 in 1980. 

The lowest secondary ratio is 12.9 in 
Brent, which has improved on last 
year's figure of 13.1, followed by Kent 

(17.5) , Warwickshire (17.5), Clywd 

(17.6) and Devon (17.6). Kirklees and 
Wirral are the metropolitan authorities 
with the lowest ratio of 17.4. 

In spite of the continuing fall in 
numbers of children of nursery age, the 
number of pupils receiving nursery 
education has remained stable at 

152.000 and the pupil-teacher ratio has 
improved slightly from 23.3 last year to 
23.1 this year. 

In contrast to the fall in primary and 
secondary teacher numbers there is an 
increase (4.6 per cent) in the number 
of careers officers, from 3,077 last 
year to 3,220 this year, So the aver- 
age number of 14-year-olds per 
career's officer is estimated at 233, 
compared with 249 last year. 

The national average spent on books 
and other educational equipment has 
risen from £15 a pupil last year to 
£17 this year. Similarly, in secondary 
schools spending per pupil on books 
has risen from £28 to £31. This very 
small rise- reflects councils' decisions 
to cut back on capitation and in 
many cases not’ to inflation-proof 
what is spent. 

The rise in total unit costs is much 
sharper and reflects the big increases tn 
salaries. In primary education, where 
80 per cenf . of unit costs goes or» 
staffing; the average has risen from 


£436 per pupil to £579. In secondary 
schools, where employee costs are 75 
per cent of gross expenditure, the 
national average has risen from £629 
per pupil to £823.

Tne most spent on a primary pupil is 
£936 in the ILEA, followed closely by 
three London boroughs.

CIPFA says that high unit costs in 
London are a “significant and con- 
stant fact". 

“It may be presumed that a combina- 
tion of better pupil teacher ratios and 
the high cost of labour and property

More formal school inspections are 
being earned out by local author' 
ities. But they must not be Allowed 
to sour the relationship between 
schools and advisers. Mr David Wil- 
kins, president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Inspectors and Educational 
Advisers, says. 

Inspections should be so helpful 
that schools queue up to be in- 
spected. 

In his presidential address to the 
association's annual conference at 
Royal Holloway College, Egham, to- 
day Mr Wilkins calls for wisdom and 
sensitivity in these inspections. 

“We must be positive, not puni- 
tive, and we must build up the repu- 
tation of our inspections ns being 
one of the best ways of helping a 
school to help itself." 

He criticizes some advisers whose 
enthusiasm for their subject special- 


ism leads them to take too narrow a 
view of education. And he warns 
inspectors and advisers to keep their 
heads out of the clouds when it com- 
es to encouraging schools to take up 
novel ideas. 

“Keeping our head out of the 
clouds does not mean burying it in 
the sand", says Mr Wilkins, who is 
Nottinghamshire's - senior inspector. 

• Mr Dennis , Ford, head of a 
Norfolk primary school, argues in 
the October issue of Junior Educa- 
tion that at a time of failing rolls and 
financial constraint, advisers, to earn 
their keep, should be more out- 
spoken in their defence of the educa- 
tion service. 

He says advisers do not seem to 
think campaigning for general im- 
provements is part of Ineir overall 
responsibility.

Mr David Terry, principal of a 
tertiary college, said that public 
schools were “the biggest single 
cause of our social ills". They singled 
out those who were going to exercise 
povyer from those they were going to 
exercise it over.

Report recommends urgent reforms 

Call for streamlining of book 
orders and supplies 


Urgent improvements in the efficien- 
cy with which school books are 
ordered and supplied are recom- 
mended (it a report from the book: 
publishers this week. 

The committee was set up by the 
Booksellers and Publishers Assorts- 
tions and chaired by Baroness David 
to . look , into the way books are 
selected and supplied to schools and 
colleges. 

The committee was not asked to 
comment on the amount of money 
schools had to spend on books, 
though its report notes that accord- 
ing to ■ ihe Educational Publishers 
Council,, four million fewer school 
books were bought in the first nine 


books as the meanest. 

The report recommcuds that when 
putting out the supply of school 
books, to tender, local councils 
should give priority to (ho quality of 
service suppliers could offor. Educa- 
tional needs should not be subordin- 
ated to purely financial considera- 
tions, ana more than one supplier 
meant jv bettor service. 

Authorities should also ensure 
teachers wore properly advised on 
which books to order. Book displays 
should be arranged for thorn and 
teachers travelling to displays, ex- 
hibitions or bookshops to look at 
books should get expenses.

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The careers service Is rapidly becoming 
politicized. The annual conference of the 
Institute of Careers Officers at Manchester 
this week sounded at times like a curtain- 
raiser for the Labour Party at Brighton 
next week. A few short years ago the 
careers departments were the conservative 
wings of the education service: they saw 


themselves as serving employers and the 
national economy as much as the young. 

But this year delegates vigorously ap- 
plauded a succession of speeches which 
attacked not only the governments cur- 
rent economic strategy but the whole eco- 
nomic system. They blamed the Govern- 
ment and British capitalism for creating 


unemployment both by deliberate intent 
and by falling to invest in this country’s 
industry; and their main panaceas were 
Indlstlnguisable from those spelt out in 
Labour’s alternative economic strategy. 

Part of the change is due to the retire- 
ment of many of the old-style careers depart- 
ment chiefs and their replacement by a 


more radical generation. But rank and flu 
staff themselves say that their 
have been changed as a result oF manZ 
the front line in the fight against 2 
unemployment. They and their chiefe J 
see themselves primarily as champion* tf 
the young against an increasing hostile 
system. 
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‘Subsidy jobs’ may include training 
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The CBI may ask the Government 
to make training a condition of the 
subsidy it is planning to offer em- 
ployers who take on school leavers 
from next January. 

Under the scheme, employers will 
get £15-a-week during the first year 
of the young person's work if the

Delegates applauded Mrs Pat 
White, head or the Inner London 
careers service and the new president 
of the Institute of Careers Officers 
when she told Mr Brin Rigby the 
CBI's deputy director general, who 
addressee the conference, that it

would bring “very small companies 
creeping out of the woodwork" to 
get young people on the cheap and a 
subsidy without giving anything back 
to the country in the form of 
training. 

She warned Mr Rigby that the 
unions and others were so incensed 
by the proposal that it might become 
impossible to go on running the 
Youth Opportunities Programme - 
“which is not very good but it's all 
that we’ve got.-” 

She urged Mr Rigby to get the 
CBI to put its weight behind de- 
mands tht the subsidy should be paid 
only to those companies prepared to 
offer (raining. Mr Rigby said he 
agreed that the subsidy could hardly 
be justified without such training, 
except perhaps where it enabled 
marginal companies to operate anc( 
create jobs; and' conceded that in 
return for lower pay, French and 
German youngsters got a guaranteed 
training. He promised to do what he 
could to try to get training built into 
the scheme. 

But some careers officers pointed 
out afterwards that in almost all the 
industries where effective training. 


arrangements exist, there are agreed 
wages that are already above the 
subsidy level. 

Mr Rigby told the conference that 
while progress was being made on 
the schemes like the Confederation's 
Understanding British Industry pro- 
ject to improve liaison between, in- 
dustry ana the schools and to help 
teachers understand a working world 
most of them had never experienced, 
much still needed to be done. 

Although it was a pity that the 
Government's new training initiative 
proposals for vocational preparation 
' ana the reform of industrial training 
had become bound up with the fu- 
ture of the training boards, it also 
provided an opportunity to get the 
whole framework right once and for 
ail. The CBI had an important role 
to play in reforming apprenticeship 
but the effectiveness or any reform 
would depend on the renegotiation 
of collective agreements.

Many of the USDA's cost-cutting 
proposals aim to cut back on report- 
ing and record-keeping at the local 
level, but the proposals which have 
sparked controversy are those that 
redefine the Federal child nutrition 
standards. Under the new plan, the 
changes include allowing nuts, seeds, 
yogurt or tofu (soyabean curd) to be 
substituted for meat, whole-grain 
doughnuts or biscusts for bread, and 
in a departure from its traditional 
two-vegetable requirement for the 
standard lunch, condiments such as 
relish or ketchup can be regarded as 
one of the vegetables. 

In addition, the size of portions 
served to younger children would be 
reduced. Whereas high school stu- 
dents would continue to receive two 
ounces of meat or meat substitute 
and eight ounces of milk, meat sew- 
ings for elementary students would 
be reduced from two to 1.5 ounces. 
And milk would be reduced to six 
ounces for elementary students and 
four ounces for pre-schoolers. 

“There is no question that the 
health and nutritional status of chil- 
dren is being compromised. We do 


not believe the department has 
looked sufficiently at other possible 
cost savings, as the Congress 
ordered," Mrs Amidei said. 


Indeed, when Congress reduced 
child nutrition spending from £2.5 
million to £1.7 million for 1982, in 
addition to cutting federal lunch sub- 
sidies, they instructed the USDA to 
find more ways to economize “with- 
out impairing the nutritional value of 
such meals .

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New climate of peace as school year starts 
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PARIS: The new school year has 
started this month in an atmosphere 
of unusual calm. 

In the past the return to the class- 
room has been accompanied at best 
by a mood of discontent, at worst by 
a wave of teachers' strikes and other 
forms of protest. But apart from tile 
odd incident all is quiet. 

M. Alain Savary, the National 
Education Minister, and several un- 
ion representatives have pointed out 
that fundamental problems have yet 
to be solved but a number of urgent 
interim measures have been taken to 
permit a peaceful return to school 
and prepare the ground for future 
reform. 

Teachers^ and parents nre showing 
confidence in spite of concern (hat 
not all the new measures will have 
their full desired effects and relations 
between unions and the Government 
are set on a sound basis for coopera- 
tion. 

Generally, the unions endorse the 
Government's action so far, with re- 



servations, and appear intent on 
helping propel further change while 
retaining their independence. M.-

The most noticeable and immedi- 
ate change is the creation of about 
7,0011 new posts in primaiy and 
secondary education in addition to 
(he 2,400 planned by the previous 
government. 


Of the total 5,443 posts are for 
primary teachers whereas none was 
budgeted for originally, and more 
than 5 ,000 are for secondary 
teachers, to add to the 600 planned 
initially. 

Another 17,000 posts mil be cre- 
ated under the 198/ budget, some of 
them to be taken up at the beginning 
of the year. As 39,300 fewer children 
are expected at schools of all levels 
this year than last - the rise in 
nursery and secondary pupils offset- 
ting the sharp decline in those 
attending primary schools - the new 
posts are helping reduce class over- 
crowding and to resolve one of the 
bitter points of contention with the 
last government: primary class clo- 
sures. 

The new posts together with other 
increased resources are not to be 
spread evenly however. Each local 
education authority has been in- 
structed to identify and concentrate 
on "priority education zones" 
according to certain specific criteria. 

These include areas which are cul- 
turally deprived, where the school 
dropout rate and number of pupils 
falling behind are high, and where 
there is a large immigrant popula- 
tion. These zones especially should 
benefit from the development of ex- 


tra curricula educational projects in 
secondary establishments which arc 
designed to break down the barriers 
between learning inside und outside 
schools. 

Likewise, the time devoted to 
physical education und sport luis 
been extended. 

In a first move towards integrating 
secondary uuxilinry teuchers into the 
education system and giving them 
security of tenure, the local author- 
ities have also been instructed to 
reemploy all those who were em- 
ployed last year and to avoid recruit- 
ing more to replace absent perma- 
nent staff. There are around 40,000 
auxiliaries many of whom are accus- 
tomed to spending long periods with- 
out work and have been passed over 
for permanent posts when these be- 
come vacant. 

Not all the new teachers ot this 
school year have been initiated by 
M. Savary. Some were planned by 
his predecessor and are going ahead 
without modification. This is the case 
with the introduction of the un- 
streamed first year of Lycie (second 
stage of secondary education), post- 
poning specialization in the arts or 
sciences tor a year.

Critics of the Australian education 
system are surprised to learn that 
there has been no decline in basic 
educational standards in the past five 
years. 

A national survey of the “three 
Rs” among Australian pupils from 10 
to 14 reveals that standards may 
have improved slightly since 1975. 

Commissioned by the federal and 
state ministers for education the sur- 
vey is in response to well-publicized 
claims that schools are producing semi- 
literates and Enumerates. 

The Australian Council for Educa- 
tional Research, an independent 
body, handled the survey. 

The same body conducted n simi- 
lar survey in 1975. Comparisons 
• show, among other things, that girls 
were markedly better than boys in 
reading, consistently belter at writing 
and at 10-year-olds were bettor at 
maths. .

John: Oh yeah. Like, say if your wife's 

in hospital having a baby, you've 
got to cope on your own, and so 
you might as well learn to do a 
little bit of cooking and something 
like that. 

Several boys seemed to be happy with the 
idea of limited liberation for women. They 
were prepared to share their lives with women 
who had their own careers, but only as long as 
this did not affect their domestic comfort, Not 
one boy interviewed thought (hat running n 
home was an equal responsibility. 

I found that both girls and boys equated 
boys playing with "feminine” .toys, doing 
chores or displaying "feminine" emotions, with 
“poofe" or “queers”. 

Frank: When they are five,' 1 ‘would slop them 
[his future children] playing with each 
others’ toys as I wouldn't like my son 
• to become a poof and my daughter to 
become a tom-boy. I Want them to be 
normal people. 

(Calling someone a "poof" or a "queer" was 
considered to be qne of the worst tenns of abuse 
possible.) 

"Feminine” qualities Or areas were low sta- 
tus, and not only not worth aspiring to, but to . 
be avoided at all costs. 

The majority of boys believed that whereas 


low-status activities such as domestic chores. 

While girls and women (perhaps particularly 
adolescent girls) are conditioned to seek male 
approval for their actions, this is a real obsta- 
cle to the achievement of emancipation, and 
not one that educators can afford to ignore. 
We could (as many feminists are advocating) 
segregate girls in single-sex schools. However, 
if we really believe that boys too will benefit 
from liberation, and that there are advantages 
for both sexes in maintaining at least some 
sort of contact with each other, we must 
discover how to sell the idea of liberation to 
the dominant group - preferably through 
peaceful means. 

We have to be able to show that as well as 
it being 'O.K.' for girls to be powerful and 
assertive, it is also 'O.K.' for boys to care, and 
to be sensitive and feeling towards others. It 
must be just as acceptable for a boy lo play 
with a baby as for a girl to use a hammer. 
Somehow we have to raise the status of so- 
called “feminine” qualities and activities so 
that adolescent boys can also participate in 
equal opportunities. Has anyone any idea how?

How have this summer’s street riots affected relationships between 


teachers and pupils? Saville Kushner arid Tom Logan report on 


the views coming out of one comprehensive school in Merseyside 


What, in the aftermath of Toxteth, Moss Side 
Brixton and Bristol, is the data bate of social 
studies, humanities, and citizenship f 0r 
youngsters who view with cynicism the prom- 
ises of liberal democracy? The riots offer evi- 
dence of a growing gap between the expert- 
ence and assumptions of teachers and taught, 
When the riots came, they came to TbxSh 
rather than Kirkby. It is eight miles from 
Toxteth by road, but culturally it is a much 
longer journey. The majority of “rioters” 
appear to be male - but the girls have their own 
distinctive viewpoints. Maureen, a 17 year old 
school leaver, explains: 

“Do you notice in Kirkby, there are no 
coloured people. That's because they're all in 
Toxteth - they’ve all been put there. And if* 
true when they all come over - well, when I 
say ‘they’ all come over - I’m not racialist - 
but - they're all stuck there, aren’t they? 
‘We'll have youse there and we’ll have you kit 
there’ - they build towns like Kirkby and 
Skelmersdale to get people out of the inner- 
jellies - and yet all the coloured people are still 
there - living In, practically slums, some of 
them." 

“What makes the riots different In Toxtitt 
from Kirkby?" 

“I don’t know. I’ve never been there." 
Ten to fifteen years ago Kirkby was not- 
orious for having the highest birth rate in 
Europe, and an escalating crime rate, especial- 
ly among "juveniles". Kirkby has had more 
•than its share of fighting and vandalism, but 
the girls insist that the community was stabil- 
ized, that the myth of Kirkby (the “Ponder- 
osa”) was outdated and perpetuated by the 
media. But fourth-year girls talked to us about 
the amount of under age drinking, and of ilia 
“loads of girls just left school having babies". 

They too want to explode the myth, but 
they see the gains of recent years being eroded 
under the increasing stress of unemployment. 
Many say that the trouble stems from the 
Government, or the council - "It’s not put 
fault, there’s not’n here", rather than the lads 
themselves - ‘‘They’ve got not’n better to do . 
But as long as it’s recognizably local, spies! 
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over time and attributable to Kirkby boredom, 
Kirkby unemployment and Kirkby lack of 
facilities, it is at least tolerable. 

Such an intense loyalty to Kirkby serves to 
engender a mistrust of outsiders: media, 
police- social workers (and researchers) and 
southerners in particular, who are seen, in 
combination, to maintain the myths. And so 
the loyalty holds a curious mixture of defence 
and attack, hope and despair, escape and 
return. “Why is it when you think of some- 
thing good to do, people ask you ‘is that a way 
out?’” Yet the loyalty worked in Kirkby - 
there the few barricades were dismantled by 
the mothers, and the kids taken off the streets. 

For two teachers who run a special unit in 
the school which teaches largely through dis- 
cussioD, the cultural distance is protective: 
“Each morning, after a riot, we'd come in 
aad talk about whether or not we should 
discuss it. The kids were excited. What we 
thought was that if we did discuss the riots 
with them while they were so animated, it 
might encourage them to 'own' the experience. 
You see - we didn't want to bring it into the 
classroom.” 

The most common reaction from the girls is, 
in any case, unsympathetic to the “rioters". 
This is partly attributable to a intolerance of 
the boys' regular fighting. Then there is the 
sardonic criticism of “rioters” vandalizing their 
own districts. 

There Is also the pragmatic view that they 
are only fighting the police, “and you know 
you’ll never win the police”. According to the 
teachers, what little open sympathy there is for 
the lads on the streets comes lower down the 
school, from the first years. 

' It was when the riots moved to Kirkby that 
the two teachers felt they could no longer 
suppress the discussion. When they -introduced 
it to the class it was couched in the necessary 
warnings about getting involved. 

Elsewhere in the school there had been 
occasional discussions in class. The only formal 
curriculum response was a daily input to 
, morning assembly comprising advice to the 
older girls, and warnings to the first-years to 
stay in at night and not to be “swept along by 
If*:, 

“f really warned the first-years because there 
had been a bad night just before and they were 
ralher excited about It. It warned them that- they 
were to stay in that night - I was that definite 
about 1{ - I’m not usually - ” 

' ; That was the head - understandably reluc- 
tant to confront the issue immediately. The 
school yenr- was running down - staff were 
busy winding up and preparing for their ex- 
. tended break from the year’s pressures. In any 
case, to defer until next session any discussion 
that might carry a residual impact of the riots 
- would put; the students “at a distance from 
■■ what happened", and would allow the teachers to 
v consider the issues “in more depth".

confused. She easily condemned the rioters - 
principally for bringing “shame" on Kirkby. 
But she had residual feelings. Why7 
"Because it concerns us. Because there's 
been a label put on the people that's causing 
the riots - and we fit into (hat label." 

“What’s the label?" 

“Youth. I mean - that’s us all over isn’t it? 1 
mean, you can’t help it, like. You were born in 
1963 and you're in 1981 and you're 17 years old. 
You’re part of it.” 

. “Do you mind being put In the same category?" 

“1 don’t know. I mind in the' sense that 
there’s a small minority causing the disturb- 
ances. But 1 don't mind in the sense that 
they're causing the disturbances for a good 
cause." 

It is confusing, and there are many contra- 
dictions. Perhaps when Maureen, speaks with 
her other voice - condemning the rioters - 
she is seeking that same distance which offers 
protection. Hence, for her, as for others in the 
school, the Kirkby riots were minor events and 
the work of “copycats”; while the Toxteth 
riots were significant sodal events - but some- 
where else. 

Whether, the riots ^ recur or not, the con- 
ditions and attitudes which underpin them will 
persist, and school students will experience 
similar events either directly or vicariously 
through the media. How can schools respond? 

Most of the teadiers in this school live 
outside Kirkby in more “salubrious" areas, and 
only experienced the riots vicariously. Few had 
any contact with them whatsoever. In one 
class discussion, a group of girls were treating 
the teacher and the researcher as naive. The 
naivety may be a legitimate sanctuary where 
the issues are too hot to handle. 

But will the problem be that the gap be- 
tween teacher and student experience grows 
wider? These girls are in close touch with 
reality, which seems to be ever further re- 
moved from schools; teachers may find it 
increasingly difficult or uncomfortable to con- 
front “real" issues. At the same time, tenchers 
are urged (particularly in a careers education 
context) to encourage a sense of "realism’’ in 
their students. 

As ironies overlay each other we might 
come to question assumptions about student 
“alienation” rooted in an era when jobs were 
available and. schools were worth not being 
“alienated” from. There is an increasing sense 
of students having exclusive access to the real- 
ity of being young. The girls we talked to live 
in council houses; their “jobs” belong to a 
government agency and are “on loan"; their 
views and opinions are increasingly the property 
-of the pundits arid the media. 

Learning about such things you become 
“street-wise”. Meanwhile, teachers - salaried, 
mortgaged,, controlling the agenda of das 
discussions and beset with contemporary de- 
mands of school - stay school-wise. It is that 
distance between the street and the school that 
is highlighted by events such as the riots. 

When the education authorities in Manches- 
ter suspended “Police Week" in schools, what 
was being suspended? Do students need to go 
into school during the day to learn about the 
police? They would, in any cake, go home at 
night to learn about the. police on the streets 
and on the television. 'Where is the “real"

The dual system of O level and CSE has posed . 
a variety of problems for teachers, school- 
children and their parents. Perhaps the most 
extreme has been the pressure put on teachers 
to categorize children, at an early stnge of 
their courses, as either “O level candidates" or 
“CSE candidates’’. 

In the 1980s, all of these problems . will 
disappear with the advent of the “common 
examination at 16-plus". Or will they? Will 
this “knight in shining armour” really put right 
all the evils of the present examination sys- 
tem? Even some of those who were originally 
strong supporters of a single system, having 
seen the results of some of the early parts of 
the preparatory work, are beginning to fear 
the worst. 

Much time so far has been spent on deciding 
how the existing GCE and CSE boards should 
be combined. Some sort of solution to this 
problem may have been reached, but the time 
spent does not augur well for the most serious 
educational concerns, of producing common 
syllabuses and examinations that will cater 
equally well for all of the candidates who will 
soon be entering for this 1 new ; ' examinqtibn. 

If (he common examination fa really going 
to start functioning In the 1980s, then a whole 
number of decisions will have to be made in a 
very short time. These decisions relate among 
other things to the range of syllabuses that will 
be offered, and the contents that Will . be 


or difficult), and therefore have to attempt 
eight separate tests? 

If such an approach is followed, we could 
end up with a system of examinations that 
requires candidates to spend a great deal of 
time being, assessed, much of which might be 
spent attempting papers at an inappropriate 
level. Even more worrying is the prospect of 
examinations with perhaps as many as 12 sepa- 
rate papers or different assessments. 

Another problem is whether the candidates 
will be left to make the choice between the 
papers themselves, or whether it will be made 
Tor them, by their teachers or parents. It is 
quite likely that the differentiated papets will 
test quite different skills and abilities in a 
number of subjects, and teachers will have to 
decide at a fairly early stage which papers to 
prepare children for.

The reality was Ear removed from 
tny high expectations of the school 
which, on the whole, has a very 
good reputation. Classes and lectures 
were frequently cancelled, as the lec- 
turer concerned was researching or 
lecturing elsewhere. 

For example, during my second 
year I had to attend the third year 
translation class during the summer 
term. Very little work had been 
done in my second year class all 
year, as the lecturer only came to 
the college to take us at S pm. after 
having done another job in a bank. 

Not surprisingly, she was tired. 
Consequently, she was not prepared 
to continue with this arrangement 
during the summer term. After ail, 
she said, we could afford to miss a 
term, as we were not in our final 
year. 

In my final year Another lecturer 
announced at the end of April that 
be was taking a month's sabbatical in 
May to do some research in France, 
and there would thus be no more 
lectures before the June examina- 
tions. . Due to previous absence 
several lectures on his list had not 
yet been given, but no attempt was 
made to find a substitute.

Sometimes essays' were not returned 
to - students for several weeks after 
being handed in for marking, as was 
the case with one four-sided essay 
given in in November and returned 
ui January. 

On one occasion 1 had to ask for a 
translation to do over the Easter 
vacation, and the tutor concerned 
said: "Quite frankly, I've nothing 
suitable to give you at the moment. 

I picked up a book on his desk and 
asked if I could use that. 

Throughout the course I noticed a 
complete lack of interest in teaching, 
with the bulk of the lecturers* ener- 
gies concentrated on ther personal 
research. As part of my course we 
had to write a 10,000 word report. 
For those spending a year abroad it 
had to be submitted as soon as they 
returned. 

Yet none of them had even started 
it at the beginning of the final year. 
However, nobody seemed to mind, 
nobody "chased them up" about it, 
or complained when they gave it in 
the following May. I know several 
students who submitted no work at 
oil before the exams and passed. 

The staff did not seem to expect 
us to do the work they set, and 
considered it a bonus if we did. Lack 
of enthusiasm for teaching was often 
coupled with complete lack of in- 
terest in adminstrative details, as was 
the case on the part of the lecturer 
who, when I asked him if he could 
find me a copy of the 1979 examina- 
tion paper for his subject, replied, 
laughingly: “No, I think I’ve thrown 
them all away'*. 

Mt tuition fees were paid by ray 
l.e.a who 1 am Bure did not get value 
for money for the standard of 
teaching I received. Had I bought an 
article of a similar standard I, would 
have returned it. to the shop.

Things out of place are a constant 
threat to the order of every school. 
That part of the Breakthrough to 
Literacy kit marked "Lost bits'* 
grows steadily as the year progresses, 
and is perhaps a rough indicator of 
the efficiency of the teaching and 
learning. 

The entire infant school grinds to 
a halt if the maths equipment or PE 
kit is “lost” or randomly distributed 
among the pupils. “What do you 
mean you’ve lost your plimsolls 
again?” I hear the headmistress 
boom, (as if the child could ever 
answer that extraordinary genre of 
teacher/parent questioning. Another 
example is: “Do you think I’m made 
of pencils?”) 

“Now, where do you always look 
for lost thiags in school?” r ‘In the 
tidy box, miss,” is the ritual and 
dutiful answer. The “tidy box’* (kept 
in the stock-room) is a tea chest full 
of ditty and decaying pants, vests, 
jumpers, socks, broken oiros, crum- 
pled projects on canals, etc., which 
the; hapless Infant Is! now required to 
aearch.'disturblng aa heor she delves 
a variety of smelly layers which fill 
the air with distilled essence of Ox- 
fam shop. We retreat to the staff- 
room, for we too feel out of place. 

; In infant .classrooms, the obsessive 
labelling., of- objects -< “teacher's 
desk”, “hutch”, “walT, “window”, 
“comer for shoes";.' “busy . bag”,, r 
can disguise itself aa a‘ gestalt' aid to 
literacy. But teachers give the game 

V$hat -are these.: children?” "Scis-' 
sore, miss", they chorus. “And show 
me how we carry them. . . . that’s 


right. . . . And where do we pul 
them?” ‘‘In the scissors box," the 
kids chant again. This last sentence 
occasions the production of the 
appropriate slotted wooden box 
(prominently labelled) with which 
tne “putting away" of h pair of scis- 
sors is deliberately and dramatically 
demonstrated. 

In secondary schools (notably in 
home economics, metalwork, wood- 
work, science labs and the gym) a 
similar taxonomic and storage ritual 
can assume para-military propor- 
tions. 

While I was listening to the head- 
mistress of our favourite little C of E 
school, a teacher interrupted to ask 
where spare batteries for the tape 
recorder were. "Don't you know7 
They're in ‘Ties for loan' dox," came 
the reply. 

Years ago pupils who, through 
real or selective amnesia, forgot to 
wear a regulation school tie, used to 
be paraded before the Headmistress. 
After the requisite lecture, she re- 
quired them to chose a crumpled 
example from the box to get them 
fittingly through the day. 

(On another occasion, the hams- 
ters food was to be found in the 
“Hymn tapes" box, giving me further 
indication of that school's priorities, 
and the heady pace of educational 
change.) 

Later the same day, I watched one 
teacher’s beautiful nature table - full 
of lovely objects breathing the ess- 
ence of spring - being moved “out of 
the way” into the boys’ toilets (smel- 
ly and dank, despite the Head’s con- 
tant efforts with l.e.a disinfectant 
and her blue rubber gloves), because 
the church jumble sale needed the

Geographer, linguist, historian, Richard Hak- 
luyt was also Archdeacon of Westminster, di- 
plomat, and busy advocate of Elizabethan sea- 
power. overseas trade, colonial enterprise. 
Often considered chiefly as a maritime narra- 
tive, his great book, here most ably edited, 
introduced and glossaried. is an’ anthology of 
both land and sea travels, from eye-witnesses 
of most varied classes, ranks, occupations, 
involving Raleigh (as author). Humphrey Gil- 
bert, Hawkins, Frobisher, Drake, and other 
names lesser but scarcely ignoble. Heroes, 
rakes, profiteers, zealots, desperadoes, all 
were space-invaders and, encountering so 
many strange peoples in different cultural st ra- 
tes, they were also time-travellers.

But they are 
also sustained adventure tales with prodigious 
wealth of detail, bizarre, unexpected, horrify- 
ing or severely factual, inducing a vivid sense 
of small, precarious vessels and caravans dar- 
ing, with so much temerity, uncharted hazards 
- whirlpools, rocks, tempest, disease, cannib- 
als, lice as big as beans, arbitrary fines, impris- 
onment, torture by capricious rulers, Moslem 
or pagan, and their extortionate officials: con- 
demnation to galleys, mines, the stake, and 
circumcision. 

Famished sailors ate each other in New- 
foundland, and, at sea plotted mutiny, or were 
agonized into respectnil protest. "We have 
thought good to show unto you. being our 
Master, our whole minds ana griefs in writ- 
ing.” But Raleigh himself cannot resist marvel- 
lous digressions, "though impertinent in some 
sort to my purpose", Tacinated by reports of 
warlike Amazons at Tobago, men with eyes in 
their shoulders and mourns in their breasts, 
and an Arawakan drink powdered with the 
bones of great lords. Such incidentals have 
• won many readers. "Babylon is from hence 
fifteen days' journey, whereas by true report 
be great store of dates.” Curious human 
touches abound. "We had aboard us a French- 
■ man, a trumpeteer, who, being sick and lying 
on his bed, took his trumpet notwithstanding, 



or science have they none, but live most idly, 
sitting round in great companies in the fields, 
devising and talking most vainly." Venetian 
women wore shoes “very nearly half a yard 
from the ground.” Cambaians kept hospitals 
for lame dogs, cats, birds, and fed ants with 
meat. Royal Javanese wives when widowed 
were expected to undergo mass-suicide. Ralph 
Fitch had recognizable English disdain for an 
Indian prophet: "They took him for a holy 
man, but sure he was a lazy lubber." There 
are fearful accounts of storm, shipwreck, ab- 
struse deaths, usually with notable absence of 
whining and self-pity, more often n stoic 
acceptance, or even rejoicing, concerning the 
inevitability and wisdom of God's purposes. 

All this confirms Virginia Woolfs verdict on 
Hakluyt's collections: “Part of their charm 
consists in the fact thnt Hakluyt is not so much 
a book as a great bundle of commodities 
loosely tied together, an emporium, a lumber 
room strewn with ancient sacks, obsolete naval 
instruments, huge bales of wool and little bags 
of rubies and emeralds.” 

Yet there are sober matters of history and 
anthropology quite outside the lumber room. 
Robert Gamisn. a sea-captain, reports satyrs 
and headless men, but quotes Pliny. Aristotle, 
Josephus, Philostratus, Gemma Fnsius, Soliiie, 
Dloaurus Siculus, an Interesting comment on 
Tudor education. Contacts with indigenous 
peoples suggest less innnte violence than 
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Caravan en route from Aleppo (o Basra 


and sounded till he could sound no more, and 
so died.” Then. “Divers women have such 
exceeding long breasts that some of them will 
lay the same upon the ground and lie down by 
them.” 

In Florida, a Frenchman saw a snake with 
three heads and four feet, unicorns fought 
lions, and. more plausibly, “a friar, who. tak- 
ing upon him to persuade the. people to sub-, 
jeclion, was by them taken,' and. his skin 
cruelly pulled over his ears, and his flesh 
eaten,” Samoyed cannibals revered sword- 
swallowing shamans.

thing,'’ and, from future husbands, his female 
subjects received love-tokens that included n 
whip for their own chastisement. We glimpse 
Ivan, the Great Mogul Akbar, the Inquisition 
terrorizing gentle Mexicans, Russian Lenten 
insobrieties and the exchange of dyed Easter 
eggs, Biman women doing the hard outdoor, 
work and the men keeping house: fine town 
planning at Pegu whose inhabitants blackened 
their teeth to distinguish them from dogs, • 
Tartars used hawks to slay wild horses. “Art

awkins used the Jesus as a slaver! Spanish 
cruelty, prolonged and systematic, still asto- 
nishes nnd perturbs; like the Nazis in Russia, 
Philip's men forfeited much initial goodwill hy 
mass-extermination nnd bigotry. There 
emerges an accusing sense of missed opportu- 
nities. Europeans might have harmonized huge 
territories had their projects been less impelled 
by nationalism nnd religion, sometimes more 
intolerable even than the extremes of private 
profit. Inescapable is the universal relativityof 
religions, political notions, mornls. values. The 
ubiquitous nakedness seldom seems erotic to 
these Elizabethan explorers, merely fellow hu- 
mans seen in perspective, like the cow de- 
scribed by a modem child ns “an animal with 
legs all tne way down to the ground." There 
was not only s’avagery but aimiuble curiosity 
and resonably honest bargaining. 

Virginia waolf disliked the effect of these 
exotic discoveries on English prose style, but, 
here at least, the style is remarkably even; 
plain, without the extravagances of many coev- 
al poets, critics, literary men. It is surely part

Sue Lermon on the cinema’s contribution to the realignment of the sexes 
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That popular art feeds off 
stereotypes is a truism. To anticipate 
possible modifications to those 
stereotypes, it is worth looking not 
so much at works consciously strug- 
gling to discredit them, as at (he 
attitudes and observations of the un- 
committed artist, reflecting, perhaps 
even subconsciously, (he shifting 
nuances of the time. 

However, before tracing what 1 
see, in one or two European films, 
as hints of a change in the role of 
the screen woman, I should like to 
introduce the villain of the piece, as 
a touchstone - that is, Fellini, and 
his City of Women. A- breathtaking 
eruption of a film, its images burst 
upon the spectator in a profusion 
which is initially overwhelming, but 
which leaves finally a residual im- 
pression of a gross caricature of pre- 
sent day feminism - a caricature 
which disguises itself and gets its 
licence by being in the form of a 
dream. 

The dream logic is beguiling. One 
is carried .along in the wnke of the 
dreamer, the inveterate and imper- 
turbable Marcello Mnstroinnni (Sna- 
poraz). through, for instance, a 
vociferous convention of women, de- 
dicated to eliminating the male from 
their lives, their culture, their body' 
and their language- (at least iu En- 

S lish there arc less questions of gen- 
er); with him we fail down a stair- 
case on rollerskates, into the arms of 
an enormous cook (boilerwomnn?) 
who lures him to a greenhouse, 
where he is saved from rnpe by her 
mother, only to land in (lie thrall of 
carloads of groupies. And so on. In 
Fellini’s way, the visions spill' on to 
the screen with an extravagance un- 
typical of these lean years - and with 
those consequent distortions that 


have made his past use of freakish film about Hugo's daughter, does 


figures seem so superfluous. 

The director has exhorted the cri- 
tic not to lose himself in a sterile 
breakdown of symbols, so I'll not 
undertake that. Instead, to be fair, I 
will put on record that there is an 
attempt to counterbalance the view 
of modern woman, to give some 
counterweight to their ugly, menac- 
ing stances, in the figure of Ettorc 
Minni (Katzone - which sounds, at 
least, like an Italian word for penis): 
the supermale, celebrating the 
IQ.OQOth addition to his portrait gal- 
lery (voices also captured) of female 
conquests. Yet, Katzone, in his 
memorial to his virility, is no match 
for the regiments of women. 

City of Women does have a saving 
grace - Snaporaz. He undergoes his 


experience with an open-minded 
questing spirit, with detachment, 
optimism, humour, and tolerance - 


the qualities that fail to adhere to 
the film itself. It is irresistible to say 
that Fellini's outlook is but a natural 
corollary of his professed fascination 
with (lie mystery of .women. That is 
the sort of sentiment liable to irritate 
the most moderate feminist with its 
suggestion of an unbridgeable gap 
between the sexes nnd its undertones 
of a dubious romanticism. 

Quartet, which shares, though very 
discreetly, with City of Women the 
uncompromising presence of Bernice 
Stegers. is interestingly dissonant be- 
cause it cannot commit itself to emu- 
late the bitter-sweet romanticism of 
Jean Rhys’s story of an impecunious 
young English girl in Paris in the 
twenties. It cannot auite contain its 
impatience with her inability to look 
after herself. Isabelle Adjani, who 
may be remembered as the hopeless 
and helpless Adfcle H of Truffaut’s 


not, as Marva, with her sulkiness 
and seeming lack of native wit, draw 
much sympathy as she allows herself, 
during her husband’s absence in pris- 
on, to be entwined in the snare set 
by the Heidlers, a predatory English 
couple. She is of course a victim of 
her financial dependence, a victim of 
a society where women had freed 
themselves from the social and moral 
constraints that choked, say, Effi 
Briest, but had not yet found the 
means to maintain themselves in that 
free state. Thus, Mrs Heidler (Mag- 
gie Smith) is as dependent ns Marya 
on the whims of Mr Heidler (Alan 
Bates). But it is their psychological 
dependence on him that sounds the 
most jarring note. It effectively dis- 
tances us from the heroine, and re- 
calls the complicated shackles 
already undone. 

Quartet, then, says something of 
how far we’ve come. Back in the 
present, and coincidentally still in 
Paris, further dismantling or chains is 
apparent in Rohmer's The Aviators 
wife, an everyday romance touching

The former, left high 
and dry by the aviator, defiantly 
reiterates to Francois, an interested 
party, her desire for solitary living - 
in her kitchenless eyrie. But while 
thus asserting her freedom not to 
cook for anyone, she is undoubtedly 
insecure without someone for whom 
she can refuse to cook. By contrast, 
Lucie, at fifteen, 10 years younger 
than Anne, sparkles with a different

S onistic, an equal spirit of indepen- 
ent mind ana dignity. 

She is a close relation to Gregory’s 
girl, and his sister, in Forsyth’s film, 
the girl who penetrates the school 
football team, who together with her 
friends outwits Gregory and his pnls, 
and conveys clearly that the rules of 
the game are changing. Indeed, it is 
Gregory who is blowarying his hair 
before a hoped-for date. It is Fran- 
cois who is anxious about being pick- 
ed up. 

We do not live in comfortable 
times, but as the sexes slowly try to 
realign themselves, these unassuming 


vignettes seem to offer greater jmv 
pectives than the huge canvas o/Fd- 
lini, with its innumerable faces, its 
uniform tone, its few vistas, its lack 
of background. Rohmer and F«- 
syth's perceptions in particular offer 
encouragement for future cohabita- 
tion.

What do 
you want in the building? is the ques- 
tion. Even when the days of mothers

The building serves as a focus to the 
rather transient local population, 
more than a source of entertainment 
or education, though theatre and 
music performances, and movement, 
cookeiy and art classes have drawn 
people in. As Ms Gavron says, "an 
enormous part of people is the im- 
agination, and one of the best ways 
of triggering the imagination is 
through the arts." 

-Giving pdople opportunities to 
express themselves in every possible 
way" has given rise to an enormous 
amount of artistic activity, from the

Edward Fennell in Southern England 


“For people interested in the arts 
there's a tremendous range of activ- 
ity in the region, with theatre in 
particular continuing to thrive de- 
spite the cut-backs”. That’s the view 
of Stephen Boyce, who has just 
taken over as Southern Arts Theatre 
Officer and whose first challenge is 
to come to grips with the diversity of 
theatres ana drama companies in his 
area. In fact there is a net-work of 
important theatres which virtually 
map out the boundaries of the 
Southern Arts patch: from Chiches- 
.ter Festival Theatre in the East 
across to Poole Arts Centre in the 
West; and running up through the 
Salisbury Playhouse to Oxfora which 
now has the recently established 
TOOT (The Oxfordshire Other 
Theatre) as well as the famous Ox- 
ford Playhouse. And of course in 
between them is a 'complex mosaic of 
drama and community arts centres as 
well as a number of other major 
theatres. 

Occupying the heart of the region 
is Hampshire and, as Stephen Boyce 
says, “we are very fortunate in hav- 
ing in Hampshire a group of eight 
drama centres which together make 
up a resource which, in its way, is 
unique in Britain”. These eight cen- 
tres (at Fareham, Winchester, Aider- 
shot, Basingstoke, Portsmouth, 
Southampton, Havant, and New Mil- 
ton) provide the foundations for the 
small-scale touring of drama which is 
the chief characteristic of the area. 
Outside Hampshire this circuit is ex- 
tended by places like the Christ’s 
Hospital Arts Centre at Horsham and 
the Amey Centre at Abingdon (both 
-in .ihe grounds of independent 
schools but operating for the general 
. public) as well as the St Edmund’s 
Arte Centre in Salisbury, and the 
South Hill Park Art* Centre at 
Bracknell. 

This autumn a number of tours 
will be coming from outside the area 
- people like Avon Touring from 
Bristol, the Brighton Theatre Com- 
. pany, and the Orchard Theatre Com- 
pany pom Devon. But there is also a 


strong touring tradition within (he 
region' itself. For example, the 
Basingstoke-based Horseshoe will be 
taking round Canterbury Tales '81 
(or a Hitchhikers Guide to the A3); 
Solent People’s Theatre from South- 
ampton will tour Cherry, a specially 
written rock-musical which “takes a 
cool look at prostitution”; and Aider- 
shot’s Live Wire Theatre Co. starts 
its touring season with Peace an 
adaptation of Aristophanes' comedy. 

Meanwhile, the major repertory 
companies at Chichester ami Salis- 
bury have national reputations. And 
the Nuffield Theatre Company, based 
at Southampton University, seems 
set to repeat last year’s highly suc- 
cessful season. 

There is excitement too about the 
emergence shortly of two major new 


theatres in the region. In Winchester 
ihe old Theatre Royal is being refur- 
bished and is just about to open and 
at Bracknell the go-ahead has been 


B 'ven for a new theatre at the South 
111 Park site. 

Museums are finding this a time of 
considerable frustration, with a 
whole host of new ideas waiting to 
be hatched but a lack of funds to 
finance them. Rockbourne Roman 
Villa near Fordingbrldge is typical. 
This iittel-known site is reckoned to 
be the largest in the country, yet 
there have been resources enough to 
open only a small fraction of it. The 
potential of the site is enormous and 
even now the museum and limited 
excavations are well woth a visit. 

Until Rockbourne is more fully 
accessible, however, the Roman 
Palace at Flshboumc is likely to hold 
pride of place amongst the region's 
classical sites. For pre-history go to . 
Danebury near Andover where the 
hill-fort is probably the country’s 
finest Iron Age site.

It is the policy of Hampshire 
County Museum Service to develop 
specialization in its museums. Thus 
Basingstoke Museum has an impor- 
tant horology collection, Havant 
Museum concentrates on sporting 
fire-arms, Christchurch (still Hamp- 
shire’s responsibility although it is in 
Dorset) on costume, and Alton on 
ceramics. When the day comes, now 
not too far off, that a museum is 
opened in Eastleigh then it will have - 
technology as its theme. 

The region can boast treasures in 
its cathedrals at Chichester, Win- 
chester and Salisbury and from 2000 
years further back there is 
Stonehenge near Amesbury. And 
then in the towns of Portsmouth and 
Southampton there are rich mixtures 
of museums, monuments, and defen- 
sive works through which one can 
trace important bits of military and 
economic history (The Port- 
smouth Teacher Centre is able to 
supply a number of very good guides 
to the local historical sites). 

When it comes to more active lei- 
sure pursuits and various country 

¥ arks are probably the best resorts. 

he Queen Elizabeth Country Park 
at Horndean, for example, has much 
to offer. Designated as an area of 
outstanding natural beauty it covers 
an area or 1400 acres and is jointly 
administered by Hampshire County 
Council and tne Forestry Commis- 
sion. Although its major aim is to 
conserve the landscape that does not 
prohibit a wide range of other activi- 
ties such as grass-skiing, hang- 
gliding, wayfaring, pony-trekking and 
an annual country tair. There is also 
the Butser Ancient Farm demonstra- 
tion area which reconstructs an Iron 
Age Farmstead dating from 300 B.C. 

Of more recent historical interest 
is the Royal Victoria Country Park at 
Netley. This was originally the site of 
the massive mill taiy hospital built on 
Queen Victoria's instructions follow- 
ing the Crimean War. Although the 
hospital itself - apart from the 
Chapel - has now been demolished 
the site is open to the public with a 
Great Park complete with a Ranger 
and Park Centre. 

Another countryside site with an 
interesting building at its core is Bas- 
ing House - just outside Basingstoke 
vyhich was the scene of an impor- 
tant siege during the Civil War. Now 
the house is in ruins but there have 
been extensive developments witliin 
the grounds for both historical and 
nature study. According to Hamp- 
shire County Recreation Department 
it “now warrants a visit even from 

S le who have to make It a day’s 
g to get there”. 

Needless to say the New Forest 
area is able to oner a lull range of 
recreational activities whether en- 
vironmental as at the Mtnstead Study 
Centre in the Forest itself, historical 
(as at Beaulieu) or active (the Cal- 
shot Activities Centre).. And it also 
provides the kind of nigged country- 
' side which makes a contrast tb tne 
gentle hills of the rest of, the region.

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Mass murder is natural 


Genocide. By L. Kuper. 

Penguin £2.95. 0 14 02 2242 1. 


This study makes dear that mass 
murder is an evil inherent in a socie- 
ty like ours, organised into units on 
a mass basis, in which human beings, 
like other elements in production, 
function merely as means used to 
achieve ends. The mass murder of 
human beings in such a context is 
essentially no different from that of 
plants and other animals that per- 
form a similar function. It merely 
seems different because those aware 
of Its occurrence are themselves hu- 
man beings. Were other animals or 
plants to have a similar awareness, 
the slaughter of their own kind 
would likewise perforce strike them 
as peculiarly horrible. 

Apart from references to various 
massacres that might qualify as geno- 
cide, references not exhaustive 
(South America, for instance, is 
omitted), the work is largely a dis- 
cussion of what may legitimately be 
taken to constitute genocide, what its 
defining characteristics are, and an 
account of the debates in the United 
Nations relevant thereto. 

That the debates were inconclusive 
is self-evident, not because of the 
intrinsic difficulty of determining 
what genocide is, but because of the 
Insistence of the several governments 
involved on removing from such de- 
termination those possible character- 
istics which, if admitted, might ham- 


per them in the execution of such 
mass slaughters as were actually or 
prospectively in hand. After decades 
of publicity accorded world affairs, it 
would be affectation to pretend to be 
shocked at the cynicism, duplicity, 
callousness and so on manifested. 
Every one wished to figure as 
opposed to genocide; and to have 
the agreed definition of genocide so 
framed as to provide a satisfying 
whitewashing or activities that, but 
for such a definition, might be felt to 
deserve censure. Thus those engaged 
in mass slaughter on political and 
related grounds had these removed 
from any possible association with 
genocide. Others whose massacres 
became genocidal “by accident", so 
to say, caused the phrase “by intent” 
to be set down as a defining charac- 
ter of genocide.. 

As if this contemptible nonsense 
were not enough, the reference of 
mass slaughters to one or other of 
the several bodies competent to deal 
with the matter tended "naturally" to 
be without issue, owing to deferment 
or other reason, since the execution- 
ers and judges were actually or 
potentially one, a sort of trades un- 
ion of mass killers organised for 
mutual protection. 

It thus ensued that senodde be- 
came synonymous with the Nazi 
mass slaughter of Jews, perpetuating 
a false notion which, aside from giving 
rise to oceans of tediously nonsensic- 
al “theory", has been successfully 
exploited for business purposes for 


years and still is so, though with 
diminishing returns. 

All this Mr Kuper admirably 
shows. His analysis or the conditions 
in which genocide may, or does, 
arise is less adequate. Contemporary 
technological developments toward 
automation, the obsolescence of

whole categories of human labour, 
coupled with the population explo- 
sion, compel to Ihe conclusion that, 
if production continues as at present, 
if society continues to be organised 
to that end, and concepts of the 
nature of Nature and human nature 
remain those framed thereby ruling, 
today, genocide must result and on a 
scale beyond anything yet experi- 
enced (even without nuclear war). It 
is impossible a priori to exclude from 
the definition of genocide, and its 
possible predisposing conditions, any 
circumstances likely to lead to mass 
slaughter, some of which cannot 
even be foreseen. 

One thing Mr Kuper makes clear: 
to appeal to Governments and the 
international bodies they set up to 
stop genocide is useless. As well beg 
the author of one's ruin to become 
one's patron. Genocide, arising ulti- 
mately in production itself, can be 
ended only when production has 
been so limited that its inherent evils 
are kept to a minimum, something 
possible only to a society and human 
nature radically different from our 
own, wholly Impossible eveh to im- 
agine.

Splendour and tragedy 


John Julius Norwich has followed up 
his Venice the Rise to Empire with an 
extremely impressive sequel entitled 
Yoke the Greatness and the Fall 
(Allen Lane £12.00. 0 7139 1409 2). 
This is an account of the splendid 
and .tragic history of the city from 
1400 to Napoleon’s disastrous 
onslaught in 1797 and the final sur- 
render. Illustrated with monochrome 


photographs, among them engravings 
and paintings, it is an entertaining 
and lucid chronicle- 

Jan Morris has produced an edited 
version of Ruskin’s The Stones of 
Venice (Faber £12.50. 0 571 118151) 
to which she has written an introduc- 
tion which evokes Venice as it was 
when Ruskin began his work, the 


way in which his view of the city 
developed, and of the writing of his 
three volumes and their influence on 
Victorian Britain. This work com- 
. presses Ruskin’s tomes into 1 1 chap- 
ters, and contains reproductions of 
his delicate watercolours, some of his 
daguerrotypes, and works by other 
artists.

This book is planned around 
a calendar, which has been compiled 
from the many surviving fragments 
from the Italian towns wnere official 
calendars were inscribed or painted 
in public places. Scull ard's opening 
chapters introduce some of the terms 
and concepts which need to be 
understood before this calendar can 
begin to make sense: not merely a 
key to the intricacies of nones and 
ides and the nundinal tetters, the 
intercalary months and the days cal- 
led feriae or nefasti or QRCF, but all 
the apparatus of Roman cults and 
priesthoods and the rites of divina- 
tion. Whether all this can be more 
than an arcane diversion for today's 
students depends on its real beanng 
on the literature and history they 
wish to study; what did it mean, to 
Julius Caesar for instance or to his 
cook? Scullard gives us a section on 
religious belief, closely packed with 
detniled and striking reference, and 
he properly ends with a cautionary 
iremainder: “The voice of the ordin- 
ary Roman seldom gets through to 
us, and we therefore know more 
about what he did than what he 
thought in Ms religious life." 

The calendar, then - the main 
body of this book - tells us what the 
ordinary Roman would be doing on 
most days of the yeaT. The festivals 
are precisely described, with source 
material fully quoted or illustrated 
(the quotations tend to be less vivid 
and certainly less entertaining after 
the end of June when (he surviving 
part of Ovid's Fasti ends also). No 
previous work in English provides 
this kind of reference material, 
which is more detailed and nniurally 
more up to date than Warde Fow- 
ler’s great work on The Roman Fes- 
tivals of 1889. But the object of

Warde Fowler was different; Scullard 
is not (he says) so presumptuous as 
to attempt a rivalry; he is concerned 
not with origins or with meanings 
but with practices. 

The third part of the book deals 
with public occasions and ceremonies 
which did not belong to particular 
dates: funerals, triumphs, senatorial 
meetings, condones. Again these are 
most useful and well documented 
accounts. 

Ceremonial obligations and taboos 
certainly interfered with war and 
government on many occasions, and it 
was accepted that they must do so. 

In 176 BC the two consuls had to 
wait for four months before setting 
off to their provinces, because a 
magistrate from Lanuvium had 
carelessly omitted a prayer for the 
Roman people; this prayer could not 
be offered until the next possible 
date for a respect celebration of the 
Latin Festival. No way round this, 
even for those ingenious pontiffs 
who could find means to evade the 
ban on any kind of work being done 
in a place where the rex sacroruin 
might accidentally see it and the day 
be polluted. We may suppose that 
the responsibility of ah awe-inspiring 
office weighed more heavily on con- 
suls and priests than any private 
judgments they might be tempted to 
make on these matters. Even the 
great Sdpio Africanus, when ready 
to cross the Hellespont to confront 


■Antiachus, showed no sign of his 
usual independent mind during the 
month of March, when because he 


was a Salian priest he wns required 
to remain In one place at any time 
when the sacred shields in Rome 
might be carried in procession. 

This book belongs to the admir- 
able Aspects of Greek and Roman 
Life series; a fitting partner to 
Parke’s Festivals of the Athenians, 
which appeared four years ago.

The dan- 
ger is that this could tie taken as yet 
another panacea, a sort of modem 
language? version of “classical stu- 
dies" which gives the comfortable, 
feeling that we are tackling the prob- 
lem, while evading the real issue of 
how to make the study of a particu-j 
lar foreign language stimulating and!

The authors of this enterprising book 
have produced a work of such origi- 
nality. with its conception simply and 
firmly rooted in sheer necessity, that 
one wonders why it has never been 
done before in this form for secon- 
dary school beginners. Its avowed 
purpose is a general introductory 
course to the study of a first foreign 
language, but in effect it achieves 
this within the framework of a fasci- 
nating venture into elementary ling- 
uistics. 

We have all groaned with despair 
when the 13 year old confesses 
ignorance of the difference between 
an adjective and adverb. Careful 
study of this book should dispose of 
such experiences, but this is only one 
important facet of its enlightening 
impact. Its major achievement is not 
only a skilful exposition of the ori- 
gins of language, rendered more 
elective by tne comparison with the 
different stages in a child's ability to 


understand and speak from bah 
hood onwards, but the most co2. 
mg analysis of how one 
correlates to another and whv 
is such a wealth and divenji Vf 3 
tongues.

Hong Kong; Digital jewe 
of the East

Hong Kong is much more yin than 
yang. It is a frantic, chaotic sort of 
pleasure with few let ups. Take a gulp 
of air conditioned hotel air, step onto 
the humid streets and let yourself be 
carried along with the tide of a 
thousand bodies, all ticking away on 
White Rabbit schedules. 

If you come looking for mellow 
moods and spiritual dispositions, a 
destination becalmed by oriental Kar- 
ma, you caught the wrong plane. 
Hong Kong is a city on the move. 
Stand in one place too long and they'll 
tear you down and erect an office 
block. 

While east meets west in the most 
political sort of way in Berlin, and 

S hically so at Istanbul, the 
renaez-vous is at its most 
dramatic in Hong Kong. You never 
know where you are. Saunter down 
Jervois street and you’ll find sellers of 
snake venom diluted with tonic wine, 
a favourite winter fortifier. Turn just 
one or two corners and there’s Gucci 
in all its supple-hlded splendour. 

Along the streets of Central Dis- 
trict, the downtown business core, 
men carry slimline briefcases; a few 
yards further west and they’re more 
llkelv to have a bunch of live frogs 
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kely to have a bunch 
writhing around in a net bag or 
perhaps a couple of tiny chops tied 
together on the end of a piece of 
string, Hong Kong is eye boggling. 

Hong Kong's divided personality is 
roqted In its status as a Crown Colony. 
The moment you first hear the report 
of the navy’s Noon Day gun, ail brass, 
spittle and clouds of cordite that waft 
over the sampan boat people in 
Causeway Bay’s typhoon shelter, you 
no longer feel like a tourist, more like 
a.novltiato ex-pat learning the ropes, 
though less than one per cent of the 
population is western British the 
■Biamp is unmistakable. Especially on 
the bowling green. 

Wien Hong Kong became "ours” 
• f. L Pflhnorston described it 
as a barren rock with nary a house 
yponit i He would have been stunned 
to his spats by the post war property 
wiom that has transformed much of 
. Jho skyline into a monosodium glutl- 
°?ted Manhattan. The rock, a mere 
.pimple on the vast underbelly of 
'jjina, is now one of the most expen- 
..ave .hunks of geology in the world, 


with more construction taking place 
than in all of England and Wales. 

It is fast becoming famous for what 
it used to be. Its finest architectural 
works - Kowloon station, the HK 
Club, the HK and Shanghai Bank 
HQ, the Supreme Court - have all 
been felled in the name of malting 
more money. Even the delightfully 
colonial Repulse Bay Hotel is on the 
developers’ hit list, unlikely to be 
saved by the whimperings of a few 
conservationists. Although the current 
lease from China will expire in 1997 
the property speculators at least seem 
sure that the tenant is here to stay. 

If Marco Polo were to come here 
today he would undoubtedly return 
home with hi-fi and photographic gear 
instead of silks and spices. Shopping 
ranks as the main activity on most 
tourist itineraries; the entire colony is 
a duty free Babylon stuffed to the very 
gills of communism with the glittering 1 
prizes of capitalism. 

Digital and micro-chip wizardry at 
roughly half the UK prices is irresist- 
able, although all those wise buys 
aren't quite so prudent when they 
send the airline excess baggage scales 
into heady girations. British customs 
officials are also known to rub their 
hands with glee when the morning 
magic carpets touch down, so be 
warned. You can also get ripped off, 
Imitation instead of the real 


The fare costs 6p first class, 4p second 
class and the ride is timelessly roman- 
tic, 

But what of Hong Kong’s eastern 
promise? Beyond the ubiquitous im- 
pact of five million, mostly youthful 
and bespectacled, faces, tne blaring 
signs and ying tong sounds, Hong 
Kong’s oriental roots run at then 
deepest down the back streets and 
alleyways. On the Island you go west 
to go east,, to western market and 
Kennedy town where the population 
density packed within the grim grey 
tenements is twelve times that of 
Tokyo (by way of sharp socio- 
economic contrast there's a multi mil- 
lion dollar racecourse recently com- 

E leted on the mainland where the 
orses live in air conditioned luxury 
and enjoy a swimming pool with piped 
music). 

Looking for a hundred year old 
e«? Wing Sing Street is egg street, 




with both new and anciently preserved 
varieties by the bucketloaa. You may 
like to take your aunty back a piece of 


MacKoy (MacSony, MacNlkon . . .), 
watches without the works and paying 
too much. Caveat Emptor may not be 
Chinese but, since 8000 miles is a long 
way to travel just to get your money 
back, It is a useful phrase to bear in 
mind. Only Kung ru wallahs enjoy 
effective consumer protection in Hong 
Kong. 

First things first. On day one take 
the steepest tram ride in the world - 
"92 years old and never a slip" as the 
notice reassures - up to Victoria 
Peak, the panoramic highpoint On . 
Hong Kong island. From this perspec- 
tive the Colony makes beautiful sense. 
Far below lies the harbour, scene of a* 
constant pageant of junks, cruise 
ships, sampans, cargo vessels, navy 
ships, private yachts, the Macau 
hydrofoil, ferries to the outlying is- 
lands and the Star Ferries, the aging 
queens that criss-cross every few mi- 
nutes between Hong Kong Isli 
Kowloon on HongXong s mainland.

Other familiar street 
sights include fortune tellers and cof- 
fin sellers, letter writers and libra- 
rians, baibers and shroud makers, 
salesmen of live grasshoppers for pet 
birds and fruit peelers. . > . 

In spite of the rash of fast food 
emporiums, which include a place cal- 
led Dim Sum Burger and another 
chain whose billboards show an elder- 
ly Chinese lady tackling a hamburger 
and French fries with a pair of chop- 
sticks, Hong Kong Is a wonderful 
place to eat. All the great cuisines of 
China are represented: Cantonese, 
the local brand and most popular, 
Shanghainese, ■ Szechuanese ■ arid 
Pekinese. Restaurants range in style 
from the famous Jumbo that floats 
offshore at Aberdeen to the hundreds 
of dal pal dongs, the gas burner street 
kitchens that steam the night away. 

Two, easily adopted habits are Dim 
Sum, the “little heart" brunch, an 
endless stream of wooden steaming 
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Hong Kong harbour; a constant pageant.

England, like other countries, has Its 
regions designated as "areas of tourist 
I potential", but the eastern side of our 
{country Is not one of them. The area 
between Norwich and Durham, all too 
.often is ignored. 

Aware of this, the English Tourist 
Board, in conjunction with its regional 
offspring, created the East of England 
Heritage Route between these two 
cities taking in four others as well: Ely, 
Peterborough. Lincoln and York. Us- 
ing these as stepping stones, a visitor, 
armed with a comprehensive little map 
: obtainable from any information office 
on the route, can locate a score of 
picturesque villages and towns, historic 
nouses, stately homes, abbeys, castles, 
forts, bird sanctuaries, nature reserves 
and many other examples of our 
preserved Heritage. 

Recently, I set out northwards from 
Norwich to investigate the complex of 
routes that lay between the link cities 
and chose foi my vehicle a bicycle. 
However, the Heritage Route is plan- 
ned for the car driver who may cover it, 
or sections of it, in an afternoon 
excursion or over a full week or more. 

There is more to East Anglia than 
meets the eye. You have to look for its 
charms however. The region was origi- 
nally part of Engleland, territory of tne 
Engle or Angles who came from Sles- 
wig. Although the Romans drained 
some of the marshes it was not until 
the seventeenth century that a Danish 
engineer commenced the major re- 
clamation of the low-lying areas now 
called the Pen Country which today 
includes much of Cambridgeshire ana 
Lincolnshire. 

From Norwich cathedral - the only 
one of the six on my route to possess 
a single spire - the route leads 
through the Norfolk forests showing 
evidence of Neolithic flint mines 
s\jch as those of Grimes graves and 
out into the wide open coiitryside of 
the Fens. Ely is the smallest of the 
link cities but its cathedral is by no 
means insignificant. Its. grandeur 
dominates the little market town and 
Is a landmark for miles around. 

What has become a plain of rich 
black peat divided by ramrod-atraight 
dykes, was once . a waterlogged waste- 
land. Along the original shore of this 
inflated bog are a series of “shore" 
villages each having their own tiny port 
beside one of the “lodes" - artificial 
channels cut to join the main rivers and 
pfovtdinjg .access "tot flat-bottomed 
punts, the traditional transport of the 
;Feiis. These villages remain to this day 
and can be seen well beyond Peter- 
borough, a dty that is in the throes of a 
new development and expansion 
though Its.historic cathedral, precincts 
and guildhall retain pride of place in Its 
heart. . ; 

For cyclists, the route to Lincoln Is 
ideal; but the Roman-Inspired A15, 
k arrewfog ;to, ihd Hurriber, is of less 
!ntere$t.than the veins of a less ponder- 
ouSTiiahway nfetWofr. on either side. 
Unspoilt English Countryside here, is 
strewn with captivating market towns 
with the salt fens arid marshes of south 
Lincolnshire representing some of the 
. richest land, in the country. 

My haute took me through Spalding, 
home of the bulb iridustry and a centre 
[ for some sensational public . gardens, 
t WecVdngton With 1^ : unique eight-sail 
;. tower mill, arid Tatterahall cowering 
beneath its 1440 cdfltle keep, squat and 
aggressive evpa iq.ruln. woodhall Spa

local farm buildings such as those of 
Wressle and Comsbrough as well as 
fortified abbeys like Selby and How- 
den. Medieval walls encircle the city of 
York and its happy biend of centuries 
where, from the Roman to the Vic- 
torian, each era has added splendour to 
the townscape. The 50Q-year old Mins- 
ter is pure glory. ' 

Northwards again, we see battle- 
grounds with names we iearnt at 
school; Stamford Bridge, Towton and 
Marston Moore as well as abbeys 
sprinkled thickly across a land begin- 
ning to rise and fall that strike chords of 
memory too. Rievnulx and Fountains 
are just two among prosperous stone 
villages and townships such os Stil- 
lington and Helmsley exhibiting pic- 
ture postcard lovliness. 

The North Yorkshire Moors provide 
a plateau of beather-cloakod scenery as 
fine as ever you will find in Britain and 
their twisting lanes possess some fright- 
ening gradients that had mo nearly

and inexpensive means of getting 
around town; they are beat described 
as tricycles with two passenger seats 
In the front. 

Java consists of numerous smoking 
volcanoes, many of them high on the 
danger list. Merapi was one of them; 
and from the village of Selo, it is one 
day’s climb to the summit and back. 
It is wise to set out well before dawn, 
td avoid climbing under the midday 
sun; my brother and I reached the 
first crater some five hours later. 
That was the last we saw of each 
other, for some hours, for the smoke 
is thick and all embracing, and tow- 
ers some 3,000 feet above die crater. 

We felt rather than saw our way 
through a series of dead craters, 
along a gorge echoing with the hiss 
of escaping gases; we were quite 
alone, but nad we been surrounded 
by an army we would not have 
known. Breathing the fumes was not 
agreeable, but at length the wind 
rose, briefly, and cleared the smoke: 
it revealed a view that has us rooted 
to the spot. 

Five yards in front was the central 
crater of Merapi; peering downwards 
fearfully, we dimly perceived the 
lava flow, a dull molten red, boiling 
and heaving mightily. A few seconds 
later .it vanished from sight. The 
earth shook beneath us, and we re- 
tired, for to gaze once Into the 
bowels of our native Earth was a 
sufficiency, oven for Stephen. 

Merapi is probably the most excit- 
ing mountain experience to be hod 
In Jaya, but it Is difficult of access; it 
takes about three hours and involves, 
a series of separate journeys by bus 
or bemo ; (the Javanese answer to a 
London taxi). Bromo, however. 
Is more easily accessible. Ngadisarl, 
the. village from which one 
approaches* Bromo, is set among an 
impressive range of mountains.

the twisting mountain road that lends 
to it. Those who enjoy a mountain 
climb with something more to look 
at than scenery, however beautiful, 
will find this journey rewarding. 
With prior permission of the Direksi 
Perkenbunnn (estate management) in 
Jember, you may stay nt tne official 
guesthouse, which is a spneious 
house built by a Dutch coffee-planter 
50 years ago, and this you reach by 
bemo from Bondiwoso for ubout 
£8.00. 

Rejoicing in the cool of the high- 
lands, we ate a substantial and tasty 
meal with the manager of the coffee 
plantation. At 3.00 am, we were 
driven in the plantation land rover to 
the start of tne climb. 

In the light of what happened 
next, I should warn future volcano 
climbers against washing in local 
streams: the one I chose for my 
pre-dawn ablutions was dilute sul- 
phuric acid, and it woke me up with 
more than a start; indeed it nearly 
blinded me for life. Crossing the 
stream, in daylight on the return 
journey I was unsurprised to observe 
the water was toxic green.

Four hours later we climbed onto 
the crater's rim. Five hundred feot 
below us lay a lake, sickly green in 
colour and a mile or two across, 
encased in perpendicular walls of red 
and yellow rock. The lake boiled, in 
places simply steamed, and in the air 
was the pungent throat-constricting 
stench of sulphur. 

What caught our attention, liowov- 
er, was directly below. On tne shore 
of the lake, was a bright yellow 
mountain of solid sulphur; from gap- 
ing holes in its walls roared forth jets

As departure date approaches, we 
uow moire apprehensive about Ice- 
Ld - a country which will bristle 
with slippery glaciers, ferocious vol- 
' ranees, capricious geysers, mighty 
floods and other dangerous natural 
forces. We shall be gale-swept and 
blinded by blizzards, if further proof 
tie needed that Nature is in charge, 
w may see an islet arising before 
out very eyes. Maybe' there are 
attractions in Iceland for the rock- 
climber, the explorer, the marathon 
walker and long-distance pony- 
irekker - but what will there be for 
us? 

it’s reassuring, then, to find 
among our fellow-passengers on the 
flight a fragile young woman going 
bird-watching and an elderly couple 
ffho've undertaken to drive round 
the whole island, a thousand miles, 
in a hired car. To them it's a holi- 
day. To me it's an expedition into 
the Charles Kingsley gazetteer - to 
Allfowlsness, Shiny wall, Mother 
Carey's Haven, tne Other-end-of- 
Nownere and the rest of it. 

We arrive on a calm sunny even- 
ing. My host Aldo meets me at Kef- 
larik airport and we drive on a 


broad tarmac highway to Reykjavik. 
Roads have Improved since I was 
last in Iceland, 30 years ago. “Only 
this one has improved, 1 ' says Aldo. 
The rest are dirt and gravel." 

Reykjavik has spread out and 
sprouted a few hotels but it remains 
a pre-fab sort of town and its wood- 
aad-cornigated-iron buildings would 
took cheap and nasty if they were 
not so well maintained and bo 
beautifully painted in pastel shades. 
The suburbs, from a distance, are 
like a herbaceous border in full 
bloom, The cathedral (about the size 
of a provincial Methodist chBpel) 
and the Houses of Parliament (like a 
village hall) constitute the civic cen- 
tre, so neatly packed in the main 
ware t|ia( tne bishop might easily 
ten out and shake the prime mlniB- 
tei hand, ( The famous city-centre

stairs (a great hit with the Icelan- 
ders) on television, reads and discus- 
ses literature with distant neigh- 
bours, watches her rugged bara-fisted 
husband turning out delicate water 
colours and arranges his exhibitions 
for him. (The farmers are forever 
staging one-man picture shows and 
giving instrumental recitals.) In her 
spare time, she is her husband’s 
shepherd. 

Last Friday the Saemundssons 
drove to Reykjavik for the weekend. 
They saw Riders to the Sea at the 
National Theatre and went to an arts 
and music festival organized by Vla- 
dimir Ashkenazy, who has become 
an honorary Icelander and has mar- 
ried a Reykjavik girl. 

In Iceland, it seems, people work 
long hours and enjoy high domestic 
living standards. “The emphasis,’' Mr 
Saemundsson says, “is on being your 
own man. No upstairs, downstairs 
here, no feudal tradition, no double 
standards in education. Icelanders 
never knew what it was to sweat for 
someone else's profit. Man is an in- 
dividual, proud of his opinions. A 
man’s country." 

A man’s country in more senses 
than one: at meal-times Mrs 

Saemundsson, a university graduate, 
is posted behind her husband's chair, 
from which she moves only to pour 
the tea. 

We travel on, east and north, jolt- 
ing over tracks like corrugated iron.

•At Myvatn, we walked 'among 
bubbling solfataras and waded knee- 
deep fa breeding midges and watch- 
ed salmon leaping through' the town 
river; We saw tropical gardens laid 
out among boiling springs. We saw 
the three great waterfalls, Dettlfos?, 
Godafoss and Gulfoss, .three geolo- 
gical muddles through which powers 
fol torrents stormea and swept and 
hit the, valley floors with a crash that 
kept the clifft trembling and the visi- 
tors soaked with spray 500 yards

We penetrated to isafjordur, a clus- 
ter of pale blue, pink, emerald and 
mustard yellow cottages, silent on a 
fjord to which, a few years ago, a 

S olar bear came sailing on an ice- 
oe. 

We arrived at Geyslr, a place of 
one barn-like structure labelled 
“hotel’’ - easy to miss, though sign- 
posted like a city from. 50 miles 
away. It was late at night when we 
walked to the smoking heath. The 
hills were blurred but the sky was 
clear. At midnight fa Iceland, a con- 
temporary of St Brendan wrote, you 
can see to pick the lice out of your 
shirt. 

The Great Geysir is a saucer of 
ochreous rock, soft and flaky like 
underdone pastry. The pond is calm 
and clouded, choked with the soap 
packets and bbttles of detergent with 
which visitors have tried to stimulate 
it to action. But the balf-dozen au- 
xiliary geysirs are functioning. Every 
few minutes subterranean rumbles 
agitate the surface of a pool, A fine 
glass-green bubble fbrmB, burst, and 
sends a jet of superheated steam 30 
feet Into the air, and a column of 
water after it. Momentarily, the pool 
is a dry saucer. Then, tne column 
crashes down and the pool surges up 
and overflows and If you’re in its 
path you get boiled alive. 

What a sight the Great Geysir 
must have been, spouting to 200 feet 
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Reykjavik: harbour, town centre and lake

Mr Greipsson stands 
before the Great Geysir, seelng.lt I 
suppose as a symbol of vanish youth, 
the courageous energy of former 
times.

The certainty of good weather, sandy 
beaches and dear warm water are 
undoubtedly the most obvious attrac- 
tions of a visit to the South of 
France with children. 

The bonus is that as well as having 
the sun and sea, it is also an area of 
enormous contrasts in scenery, cul- 
ture and tradition. So with a son of 
13 and daughters of 10 and 8, our 
varied requirements were well satis- 
fied. 

To get there, we took the over- 
night "motor- rail" sleeper train from 
Boulogne. It gets to Avignon at 
seven in the morning, so is quite the 
most painless way of covering the 
700 miles (though it about doubles 
the cost). Furthermore, for the chil- 
dren it was a highlight of the 
holiday! 

We had waited till mid-August to 
avoid both the most intense heat and 
the crowds; and, to cut down on 
effort and expense, camped in pre- 
erected and equipped tents through 
Canvas Holidays. 

Within an "hour of arriving in 
Avignon, we were "sur le ponr on 
the famous St Bdndzet bridge over 
the Rhone.

As a result it can 
boast some of (he most remarkable 
Roman buildings and antiquities out- 
side Italy - triumphal arenes, sculp- 
tures and theatres. 

Driving towards Nimes (during 
lunchtime when French roads are 
almost deserted thanks to the national 
devotion to food!), we took the 
opportunity to visit perhaps the most 
spectacular of them all, the Pont du 
Gard. 

A 275 metre long aqueduct, its 
three tiers of arches soar 48 metres 
high over the Gordon gorge. Built in 
18-19 BC, it carried' water to Nimes 
from the springs of the Eure over 30 
miles away. 

Having climbed to its topmost tier, 
my husband and I contented 
ourselves by walking along the 
narrow duct where the water once 
flowed. However, the children chose 
to walk outside on the metre-wide 
stone “roof' above. I hardly dared 
to look up at them. 

In spite of the heat and their keen- 
ness to press on to our first campsite 
in the CCvennes mountains, we 

R aused to see some of the sights of 
limes itself. Most remarkable of all 
is its first century - eliptical 
amphitheatre - Les ArCnes - where 
races and gladiator fights were held. 
The 24 tiers could accommodate 
20,000 spectators, zoned according to 
social class.

Fortified by succulent peaches and 
grapes from roadside stalls, we then

hills to rugged crags and rock forma- 
tions which clearly showed their 
geographical formation. 

Far below, rivers gushed along 
their winding rocky courses, some- 
times with a few bathers at wider 
"beachy" places or the occasional 
brave canoeist. 

By contrast, high in the hills are 
the Causses, plateaux where much of 
the land is farmed. Sheep graze 
there too, gathering to drink round 
oasis-like pools, Along the roads 
there was Hardly any traffic, so the 
hustle of city life seemed far away 
indeed, 

Though the roads were well- 
surfaced, the constant succession of 
bends meant we took far longer than 
anticipated to reach our destination, 
the picturesque valley of the 
Dourbie. 

There we kept sightseeing to a 
bare minimum, content to enjoy the 
magnificent scenery which sur- 
rounded us. At the campsite itself, 
once a twelfth century fietdom whose 
old stone buildings have been re- 
built. we could climb into the woods, 
wander beside the river, ride ponies 
(very reasonably at 25 francs an 
hour) and swim in its pool. 

One morning we walked up to the 
tiny . village at Cantobre, which la 
perched precariously on a cluster of 
rocks at the bead of the valley. Some 
of its handful of stone houses are 
ruined, but others have been res- 
tored as holiday homes. 

The sandy “road" twisted under 
archways - typical of the whole area 
- up to .the liny twelfth century 
church. Huge thistle heads hung on 
many doors . - indicators of the 
weather and the symbol of the re- 


there to relieve pressure on the 
crowded resorts of the Cote d’Azur. 

Now new seaside towns have been 
created, notably Ln Grande Mottc, 
which at first sight fascinated the 
children because (he buildings 
looked like a collection of slides, 
roller coasters, pyramids and cart- 
wheels. Its bold architecture and im- 
aginative layout works very well, 
creating an ultra-modem atmos- 
phere. 

Nearby, Port Camargue is 
destined to- become the largest mari- 
na in France.

We whiled away the time there 
very contentedly, camping this time 
within walking distance of the sen, at 
a large well-equipped site. 

ln creating the new resorts, the 
natural resources of the Camargue, a 
vast marshland with lagoons round 
the delta of the Rhone, have been 
carefully preserved as a botanical 
and zoological parkland. 

Black bulls, white horses and pink 
flamingoes still wander freoly in it,' 
though you are unlikely to see any 
from the roads. However there are 
special safari trips into the remoter 
reserves - at a price. 

Our main sight of horses was at

We are in the Gaza Strip about two 
hours by road south of Tel Aviv and 
on our way to Cairo. 

We chat to our fellow travellers. 
There’s a group of five Mexican stu- 
dents who are studying in Paris, two 
girls from the United States who have 
taken time off from their studies in 
England, and a young playwright who 
expects to return to New York with 
renewed enthusiasm after several 
months living and working on kibbut- 
zim in Israel. 

The bus trip we are on is a journey 
none of us could have made a few 
months earlier. 

It is a direct result of the peace 
settlement which has paved the way 
for tourist travel between Israel ana 
Egypt, overland by bus or bv air. At 
the time of our bus trip last Christmas 
the number involved was a trickle; it’s 
probably a steady trickle by now but 
nothing' like the potential. It was 
about £220 cheaper to purchase a re- 
turn ticket from London to Tel Aviv 
and take the bus across to Cairo than 
to fly direct from London to Cairo and 
return. A handful of organised tours 
lasting up to ten days were available 
from Tel Aviv to Cairo ond the an- 
tiquities of upper Egypt but we de- 
cided to piece the trip together, one 
stage at a time. It was to prove unwise. 
Accommodation and transport in 
Egypt were so taxed that even those 
on package tours were shuffled about 
between hotels. The independent 
traveller faced greater challenges. 

Our bus trip was stage one of the 
journey. The service, which involved 
riding on three different buses, had 
been running for about two months, 
two days a week, from Jerusalem to 
Cairo, via Tel Aviv. The government- 
subsidised company, Egged, makes 
the trip from Tel Aviv five times a 
week, supposedly meeting an Egyp- 
tian bus at the border r but that didn’t 
happen the day we mode our crossing. 
Instead, the Egged passengers dub- 
bed together to snare sheruts. 

The 300-mlle -journey from Jeru- 
salem was scheduled to take about 
eleven hours; it took us 16 hqurs from 
6.30 am to 10.30 pm. There were three 
main reasons for the delay. First, the 
bomb (a shell probably left over from 
the Sbf-Day war which has to be deto- 
nated) toolk an hour , to be "cancel- 
led". Secondly, the Israeli and E — 
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Waiting for the Egyptian connection that didn’t turn up 


Cairo, the warning signs about prob- 
lems at Luxor are apparent and prob- 
ably should have been heeded. "Noth- 
ing available until the second week of 
January, not even space on the train to 

S et you there," is the message. In 
esperation we try one last agent. He 
can book us on the brand new sleeper 
two days hence: Other agents 
couldn't. He is also ndamant that hotel 
accommodation will be available in 
Luxor and Aswan. We extract a letter . 
to the effect that our money will be 
returned if we do not receive a room 
in a four star hotel os agreed and as 
stated in the vouchers we are given. 

The new overnight train to upper 
Egypt is the country’s Christmas pre- 
sent. It has been in service only five 
days and is (he epitome of comfort and 
class. It Is Qerman-built, run by the 
French, and manned by Egyptians, 
with one steward dutifiilly looking 
after each carriage of 20 or so com- 
partments. The 400-mlle journey costs 
£17.50 each one way and includes on 
ample evening meal and breakfast 
served in the cabin. 

The train arrives at Luxor on time ut 
6 am. There are no hotel rooms, "You 
should not have been encouraged by 
the agents in Cairo lb come hero 
now, says Mr Fnthi Snlib, their local 
representative. He explains that Presi- 
dent Sadat and Henry Kissinger are In 
the area and their entourage bus 
added to the already considerable 
pressure on hotel rooms. 

We come to ndmirc Mr Snlib. He 
sits for long periods in liis office and 
patiently, firmly, sometimes excitedly, 
deals with tourists whose plans for 
Luxor have gone awry; plans he hud 
no port ih making. Hie most common 
complaint is accommodation, both its 
scarcity and its standard. Either Mr 
Salib enjoys verbal sparring with dis- 
gruntled tourists or he »*niiiiu*iv 


a Londoner and a Glaswegian and 
share a taxi. The penalties for this 
substantial saving are no guide indite 
necessity to do battle with looh and 
fellow tourists in the mad unable for 
tickets to the Valley of iOsgi md 
elsewhere. One man at ooe window 
sells tickets for the nine or so sites on 
display. Organisation is not a forte ot 
the Egyptians. 

At the station it's a pahutsbig 
business trying to determine ticket 
availability ana departure times. All 
we can get are second class seats on 
the day train 12 hours before we rat 
to leave. Mr Salib is able to change ifl 
that; we hear later on good amhooty 
that it involved a small bribe oarer 
behalf.

Philip Hytch reviews materials from the Schools Council

To take a somewhat jaundiced point of 
view, the decision to embark upon this 
series represents the recognition by the 
Schools Council that Science 5/13, 
devised expressly for teachers, has not 
» far delivered' the goods. 

An alternative, but equally jaun- 
diced view, would be to describe it 
u an indictment of teachers, who 
Deed to be spoon fed with workcards 
rather than produce their own. More 
positively, and to use the tactfully 
worded phrases of the preface to-the 
series, ,r the Learning Through Sci- 
ence project takes up the need which 
became apparent for pupil material 
to accompany the Science 5113 
units". 

This raises some interesting ques- 
tions, not the least of which concerns 
tbe efficacy of the workcard 
approach, these days held to be 
problematic. One wonders how for 
ibe project team was able to consi- 
der alternative ways of stimulating 
pupil activity in science. (One possi- 
bility, capable of considerable flex- 
ibility, would be to devise a series of 
- lessons; another would be to exploit 
. die enormous range of technology 
'now available in producing challeng- 
ing and exciting learning materials.) 

■ As it is, the Schools Council, in 
' choosing to adopt this rather tradi- 
' tional response to the needs of 
Iwhers. will find itself in a market 
where there are many competitors, 
tome of them oF quite comparable 
quality, 

. A second question arising from the 
shove quotation is whether this 
series could, or should, be operated 
fo schools where Science 5/13 is not 
pit.' of the teachers’ experience. 
From reading the two units so far 
available, with . the accompanying 
• [Where’ guides, I suggest that the 
Wes could stand on Us own and be

concerned. But what in my 
$njon rives the series its main 


.wlp to distinction are the concep- 
tual Unks with Science 5/13. This is 


and unhelpful. Equally, the refer- 
ence to Stage 2 of- the Science 5/13 
development sequence is useful only 
to those who know about it. For 
these reasons, teachers will need to 
examine the materials very carefully. 

So far there are two units avail- 
able, "Ourselves” and "Colour”. 
Each pack contains two sets of 24 
assignment cards and a teachers’ 
guide. The guides exhort teachers to 
adopt a flexible approach towards 
the use of the cards, and one recog- 
nizes here, as in other places, the 
response to the valuable pilot work 
that the team was able to carry out 
before going into print. It might also 
represent a means of side-stepping 
references to "the loneliness of the 
long distance workcard”. In any 
event, it is a good suggestion. 

Cards are “designed to be folded ” 
(editor’s italics) into four-sided book- 
lets. I wonder why this is, since it 
would seem to make storage less easy. 
The layout is workmanlike, attractive 
and clear, with an abundance of dia- 
grams and illustrations. Overall, the 
content is very good. 

I found the training and experi- 
ence in observation a particularly

. 'Tbe. project team Is careful not to 
oe too specific about tbe age of 
^Wren aimed at, but I find the sug- 
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striking feature. For example in one 
of the "Ourselves" cards, the ques- 
tion: “How many times a minute do 
people blink?’’ is typical of the way 
the authors pose a problem so that 
the associated issues of how to 
count, what constitutes a fair test, a 
fair sample, etc, are encountered. 
There is often scope for initiative 
and originality, and, again, there is 
evidence of modification as a result 
of the pilot trials carried out. 

The topics chosen correspond to 
the findings of Science 5/13 and cov- 
er a wide spectrum of what children 
are interested in. There is nothing 
trivial, nothing patronizing, but much 
to give familiar material a new twist 
ana the possibility of new insight. 
Not only are the topics worthwhile in 
themselves, but one is also conscious 
of the main thrust of the material, 
which is “towards the attitudes and 
way of working that embody the 
iprocesses and skills of science . 

The language used seems 
appropriate. It is clear and direct, 
but conveys the important message 
that conclusions should remain pro- 
visional. The equipment needed to 
carry out the assignments does, not

seem beyond the resources of most 
schools, but teachers will soon 
-appreciate that a good deal of prepa- 
ration and organization is necessary. 

One problem that faces the pro- 
ducer of workcards is that of the 
comparability of assignments, and it 
is not entirely solveq here. For ex- 
ample. consider the three instruc- 
tions on one card in the “Ourselves" 
unit: 

“Look at pets." 

“Look at books for pictures of 
animals." 

“Look in zoos and museums." 

Again, on the card “See-through 
colours" (“Colour" unit) we find: 
“Make a collection of coloured jars 
and bottles, sweet wrappers, col- 
oured plastic". 

There is nothing wrong with any 
of these as activities, but there is a 


danger that such general, long term 
directions will tend to be ignored 
and may devalue all the assignments. 
Perhaps a change in wording should 
he made to indicate their status as 
suggestions for follow-up work, 


rather than as immediate matters. I 
found the grouping by symbols with- 
in topics to be an unnecessary refine- 
ment, and I should prefer tue cards 
to be numbered, if only for account- 
ing purposes. 

There is no doubt, despite such 
criticisms, that this series is going to 
be worthwhile if it maintains the 
standard of these first two. If my 
welcome to it appears somewhat 
grudging in tone, it is only because 
from such a stable one expected, 
perhaps unreasonably, a horse of a 
different, nnd possibly less tradition- 
al, colour.

Gillian Thomas on microelectronic aids for the handicapped 


Microtechnology is radically influenc- Continuity between l.e.a. and 
ing teaching methods and the ap- DHSS provision of resources has yet 
plications of measures in every class- t0 be clarified in many instances.

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room. However its potential is de- 
monstrated most dramatically among 
the handicapped. 

The ability to communicate, which 
so many lack, is being revolutionised 
by the use of microcomputers, pro- 
viding the key to both better educa- 
tion and social integration. Not sur- 
prisingly therefore, teachers, thera- 
pists and parents are eager to exploit 
the wizardry of the chip. 

Patrick Poon, of the Department 
of Electrical and Electronic En- 
gineering at King's College. London 
is currently working on research into 
microcomputers for the handicapped 
with a Nuffield Foundation gram. 

At a recent conference on micro- 
elect ronics in London organised 
for the Spastica Society by Roger 
Jefcoate, a freelance consultant to 
the disabled, he outlined the major 
issues which have been raised by 
the use of .micro-computers in 
schools over the last IS months. 

Firstly he questioned whether chil- 
dren should be trained in the use of 
such aids at all when they had to 
give them up on leaving school.

Last month, Danish music therapist 
Claus Bang gave a day's workshop in 
London to demonstrate his method 
of using music in the treatment and 
education of . hearing-impaired and 
multiple-handicapped children. Mr* 
Bang has had a great deal of success 
using “tone bars 1 * to improve voice 
tone and modulation. 


DHSS provision of resources has yet 
to be clarified in many instances. As 
a result many educational aids, 
invaluable to the handicapped out- 
side the classroom and in it, have in 
the long term to be paid for by the 
individual or a charity. 

“Can teachers afford the time to 
experiment with new aids when the 
school day is so short and many 
children have to devote part of it to 
sessions in physiotherapy etc.? And 
is there an optimum time-span for 
introducing the new ideas and tech- 
niques?" he said. “No-one yet 
knows the answers to these ques- 
tions." 

He also queried how responsibility 
for teaching and assessing the use of 
aids should be assigned amongst 
school staff. Gosely linked to this is 
the special teacher-training required. 
At present teachers receive very lit- 
tle information on the subject during 
either training or diploma courses. 

With more and more handicapped 
children using microtechnology to 
attain a Jevel of education hitherto 
denied them, there are significant 
implications for the examination 
boards. Having reached the required 

“To those with normal hearing", 
explains Claus Bang, “sound is an 
auditory perception. But the sound 
waves, which are produced by a vi- 
brating sound source, can also be felt 
through the skin, and through some 
of the bones as well. These vibra- 
tions can carry rhythms, sounds and 
melodic sequences." 

Among the special instruments 
used are Sonor Tone Bars, which 
have frequencies from 64 to 380 Hz, 
a range where mbst deaf people have' 
some residual hearing which 
apparently can be activated through 


standard, many children may need 
physical assistance in taking ex- 
aminations, for example, to draw 
graphs or diagrams. Or their speed 
may not allow them to complete the 
papers in the specified time. 

The funding for microteclmological 
aids is an area which Mr Poon be- 
lieves must be given urgent atten- 
tion. At present, there is no proce- 
dure to standardise who shall pay for 
what resources As a result, money 
for them may - or indeed may not - 
be forthcoming from a variety of 
sources. The same applies to mainte- 
nance costs. Financial backing for 
research is similarly confused. “With 
no central body to coordinate it. 
duplication is highly likely. 

"A central service for reference 
and information is also desperately 
needed. Microelectronics is a highly 
complicated subject and new de- 
velopments are coming along all the 
time. So teachers will increasingly 
need to seek advice on the options, 
particularly as large sums may be 
Involved. Some l.e.a.s are far more 
aware i of this than others.” 

Having invested in a computer, 
the next stop is to produce programs 
that will exploit its potential for the 

work with the bars. The tone bars 
have acoustic-vibratory qualities and 
can be felt by putting a hand on the 


particular children using it. Whose 
responsibility should this be? Clcurly 
the majority of teachers lire not 
trained us programmers so hnve 
neither the necessary expertise nor 
the time. 

Ian Glenn, Hcailmnslcr of Brays 
School. Birmingham, who also spoke 
at the conference, has spent most of 
this spare time over the past two 
years experimenting in electronics to 
adapt and develop devices required 
by the children there. 

fie has become a self-taught prog- 
rammer. Using a Research Machines 
computer (recommended by his 
l.e.a.) coupled with n touch keyboard, 
he has devised several programs for 
maths, English and other subjects, 
including art and recrcntional games. 
Some programs are standard, some 
tailored for particular children. The 
keyboard is now being manufactured 
commercially os a standard item by 
Star Devices of Newbury (£110 or 
£70 for 50). 

In general, however, the mech- 
anics of computing had to be shoul- 
dered by someone other than the 
teacher. “As researchers, program- 
mers and technicians become in-

Both programmes touch all the 
bases, including the Plowden Report 
and the William Tyndale con- 
troversy, and make most of the right 
noises; mainly disapproving silence 
or muted approval. It is of interest 
to compare aqd contrast, for exam- 
ple, the lack of editorial comment 
following Rhodes Boyson's more 
monetarist pronouncements about 
the necessity for market forces to 
govern the shaping of a school, with 
the delectably enthusiastic depiction 
of the activities at Beavers Holt 
primary school where the “progres- 
sive euphoria” so disparaged by 
Boyson appears to be nfe. 

A field trip to Wimbledon Com- 
mon including the discovery of 
(perhaps?) a beefsteak mushroom is 
accompanied on the sound track by 
the kind of mystificatory language - 
“non-structured day 1 ", “autonomous 
learning by doing’ 1 - that has as 
repressive an effect on its human 
subjects as any other jargon, no mat- 
ter how “child-centered”. Neverthe- 
less, according to the programme, 
the children who do the kind of 
things they are shown to be doing, 
■do better than average academically. 

Curiously, the programme makers , 
are noticeably less enthused by the 
educational strategies which precipi- 
tated the events at William Tyndale 
School. Whereas Beavers Holt offers 
a non-structured day, the staff at 
William Tyndale, according to the 
commentaiy, allowed children a free 
choice of twenty activities including 
games and watching television. 
There are filmed interviews with pa- 
rents expressing strong disapproval- 
-of this arrangement. 

The difference between a non- 
structured day and a free choice of 
(a finite number of) activities is a 
very subtle one, and the programme 
makes no clear distinction. If there is 
no difference, why the comparative 
■lack of support for the Tyndale staff 
and why no interviews with discon- 
tented parents of children at Beavers 
Holt? 

In the light of the producers' ini- 
tial eagerness to point out the short- 
comings of particular Victorian edu- 
cationalists, their failure to look with 
. equal scepticism on the official ver- 
sion of more recent events belies the 
aura of committed academic rigour 
the series has so far attempted to 
create for itself.

The new radiovision programme 
which opens this term’s useful series 
of repeats of “History: Npt So Long 
Ago’ provides a wonderful resource 
for teachers in the “modem life” 
genre paintings with which ft is filiis-? 

The workhouse, the Crystal 
Palace, the opulence nnd destitution 
of the Two Nations, are clearly con- 
veyed. 

The artists’ impressions are more

era n mood. Thus the Dickensian 
tumult, the bourgeois jollity and the 
workhouse misery, are all invoked 
but subsumed in the sort of “gla- 
mour of times past” which Dickens 
himself was far too great a seer to 
portray. 

The programme could hove done 
with a little of the savage indignation 
with which Dickens looked at the 
plight of crossing-sweepers. Ine- 
quities are no less iniquitous for 
being dead and gone. 

Middle school children, after all, 
would have been the subjects of ex- 
ploitation in the Victorian era. It is 
not absurd to expect them to under- 
stand that, to gmsp, in broad out- 
line, the conflicts between industrial, 
social and political changes which 
were so much h feature of the years 
1837*1901. Calling the homeless “vic- 
tims of unemployment, drink and 
gambling”, for instance, is an un- 
necessary oversimplification. 

It is surely oversimplifying, too, lo 
equate, as Victorian Children does, 
the immemorial work of children in 
the fields with their family with the 
bestial degradation of children down 
the mines, under the explanation 
that “children have always worked”: 
History is a process of which we are 
part. Many children do still work.

John Thorn of Winchester 

He's always had a good turn of 
phrase; “If you ride Blake's Tyger it 
is difficult to get off he ended one 
call for a tolerant approach to teen- 
age pop culture, when others were 
congratulating themselves on the 
new conservatism of students in the 
late 1970, Thom was asking: “have 
we lost more than we gained '. 

He came to Winchester from Rep- 
ton where, according to one old boy, 
he managed to “free the place from 
the heavies”. Indeed, in 1968, the 
TES was running alarming headlines: 
“Repton pupils get more authority 
how to use power”. The sixth for- 
mers, it appeared, were being in- 
volved in discussions on the running 
of the school. 

At Winchester, one of the first 
things he did was to get to know the 
boys and (even more radical) their 
parents. He initialed a day' where 
parents of first years come to the 
school and meet the teachers - dis- 
covering that some of the aged sticks 
their sons have described are in fact 
just out of college.

He - like other dedicated but en- 
lightened public school heads - is a 
frustrated bridge builder between 
state and public schools: so far non- 
one has found a satisfactory way of 
building a bridge between compre- 
hensives and highly selective schools 
that doesn't damage the comprehcn- 
sives. 

Still, his daughter was one of the 
many students who crossed the bridge 
the other way, from private schools 
to Hampshire and Surrey's sixth 
form colleges. 

Thorn was open about his own 
politics at the HMC. He described 
himself as “a floating voter - seasick 
with floating.” 

Perhaps the most sobering thought at 
the HMC came from another strong 
exponent of the arts - The Rev Pro- 
fessor Moelwyn Merchant. He said 
that all the arithmetic learnt by chil- 
dren between the ages of five and ten 
could be economically learnt in one 
term when they were ten. " What a 
great saving ..." he said. 


Throwing money at fashionable problems 


How many people , returning to 
school at tnc beginning of this term 
will have given up English Literature 
with sighs of relief, or cries of de- 
light? Many 1 should think. In sea- 
son and out of season 1 preach that 
English Literature os nn examination 
subject should be n minority subject, 
the popers taken by the critical few. 
For other people English Literature 
at school, like other nrls subjects, 
should be for pleasure, the pleasure 
of the pupil, no one else. It is »' 
double betrayal to tench English 
literature in a way that children arc 
thankful to give it up. 

First it's a betrayal of good 
teaching, which ought to encourage 
pupils to continue, or nt least enjoy 
it while they study it. Secondly, it is 
a betrayal of- art, whose aim is to 
please. 

That the point of art is pleasure 
seems to me so obvious. Everyone 
from Plato, through Aquinas; to 
Kant knew that. It is -true that 
Romanticism may briefly have got 
people to believe that art was for the 
self-expression of the artist; and the 
new romantics of the fifties may 
have gone on with this, to the point 
of believing that art, at least at 
school, was essentially therapeutic. 
But a serious artist knows that what 
they want is to communicate; and 
that an artist cannot communicate, 
anymore than a radio station can,
